ing comprising all printing incident to the business ot the two houses. and 
second. The pnnting in pamphlet form of the journals of both houses an 
the laws- each class to be a separate job, and provided for by separate con 
tract said advertisement shall require specificationsin the bids as follows 
price of composition per thousand éuis—price Of paper—cost of pres-- 
work, and in work where ıt may be necessary, the cost of binding includ 
ing the folding and stitching. Such sealed proposals shall be addressed to

trict attornies of the several counties of the state whenever requested by 
them or any or either of them in all matters appertaining to the duties of 
their offices, and shall make and submit to the legislature at the com- 
mencement of the annual session thereof a report ofall the official business 
done by him during the preceding year: specifying the suits and prosecu- 
tions to which he may have so attendéd: the numberof persons prosécuted : 
the crime for which, and the counties where such prosecutions were had : 
the result thereof: and the punishment awarded therefor, 
' Sze. 4. Phe attorney general shall when réquired attend the legisla- 
ture during their session: and shall give his opinion upon ail questions of 
law submitted to him by either branch of the legislature; or by the gov- 
ernor; and shalt give his aid and advice in the arrangement and prepara- 
tion of legislative documents and business when required by either branch 
of the legislature.

pers belonging to and preserved in his office: to report to the governor 
quarter yearly or oftener if required, the total amount of funds of every 
nature and kind in the treasury: to report to the legislature at the 
commencensent of each annual session, his accounts of receipts and dis- 
bursements: and the precise state of the Treasury together with such in- 
formation and recommendations of a fiscal character as he shall think use- 
fal and proper; and generally to discharge all the duties that may from 
time to time be preseribed by law.

ever any such officer shal: remove from the town, county or district in 
which he was elected or for which he was appointed. 

Whenever a vacancy shall occur in the senate or assembly 
the officer required to make election returns in the district where such va- 
cancy- may oecur shall immediately give notice thereof to the governor ot 
this state. 

Sec. 3. On receiving such notice of a vaeancy in the assembly the 
governor shall issue a writ of election directed to the sheriff of the county 
in waich such vacancy exists requiring him to give twenty days notice of 
a special election to fill such vacancy by causing noticeof the time and 
place or places for holding said election to be published ina newspaper if 
there be one printed in the county and by posting up three written or print- 
ed notices thereof in each town or piecinct in the district where such 
vacancy exists.

Stbirox 1, ‘Ai election for Judges of the circyit saute of this state, 
shall. be held in each of the judicial circuits on the first Monday of Angust 
in the year-one thousand eight hundred and forty-eight:- The election shall 
be conducted and votes ‘canvassed i in the same manneras at general elec. 
tions for state and ¢ounty officers: The. inspectors or Judges: of saig, elec: - 
tion shall make returns to the clerk of the board of-supervisors‘or county 
commissioners of their respective counties immediately after the same are 
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canvassed and the clerks of the boards of supervisors or connty commis- 
sioners shall file the same in their office, and forthwith transmit a certified 
copy thereof to the governor of the state. 

Src. 2. On the fourth Monday in August or as soon as the returns 
from all the counties ofany circuit are received by the governor, he to- 
gether with the secretary of state and treasurer shall proceed to canvass `- 
the same: the person haying the highest number of votes cast in each cir- 
cuit shall be the judge of such circuit; and the governor shall transmit to 
the person so elected a certificate of his election, under the seal of the 
state: and in case there should be a tie, or a vacancy from any other cause 
in one or more of the circuits, the governor shall forthwith proclaim the 
fact and immediately order a new election to be held in the circuit or cir- 
cuits where such tie or vacancy has happened. 

Sze. 3. The judges elect shall before entering upon the duties of their 
office, each take and subscribe the following oath or affirmation‘ I 
do solemnly swear (or affirm as the case may be) that I will support the 
constitution of the United States and of the state of Wisconsin, that I will 
administer justice without respect to persons, and will faithfully and impar- 
tially discharge the duties of the office of judge of the supreme and circuit 
courts of the state of Wisconsin according to the best of my ability,” which 
said oath shall be duly certified by the officer administering the same; and 
by said judge filed in the office of the secretary of state: said judges shalt 
severa lly en ter upon the duties of their office,as soon as elected and qualified. 

Sec. 4. The Judges of the circuit court elected at the first election 
thereof shall be classified by lot to be publicly drawn by the secretary of 
state; and in his absence by any person appuinted by the governor in the 
presence ofthe governor, treasurer, attorney general and the said judges or 
a majority of them at the office of the secretary of state immediately after 
the completion of the canvass of the votes given at the first election of such 
judges: The classes shall be nusnbered one, two, three, four and. five; ac- 
cording to the time of service of each: the class having the shortest time 
to- aérve being number one; and the judge wose lot shall fall in class num- 
ber one shall hot his office for two years, and until his successor shall be

Sec. 10, All laws regulating the practice or proceedings er preserib 
ing the powers and duties of the supreme and distriet courts of the territo-

‘AN ACT to provide for revising the statate laws of this stete. 


‘The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly; de’ enact as Follows ; 


Sx. 1. At such tinie and place and in such manner as shall be agreed 
upon by joint resolution of the senate-and assembly, there shall be three 
commissioners chosen whose duty # shall be and they are hereby authoi- 
ized to ‘collate aud revise all-such pub'ic acts of the legislature of this state 
which shall be in ferce a: the close of the present session as are general 
and permanent in their nature: and in the performance of such duty, they 
‘shall carsfully collect and reduce into one act, the different acts and parts 
ofacts which from similarity! subject ought in their judgraent to be so 
arranged and consolidated: distributing the same under such titles, divis 
ions, and sections as they shall think proper, and omitting all sack acts and | 
parts of acts before passed as shall have been repealed orhave expired by 
their ewn limitation or be repugnant tothe present constitution of this 
state; and in every other respect they shall complete the said revision in 
such a manger as to them shall seem most useful and proper to render the 
said acts mote plain and easy to be understood; and they shall lay before 
the legislatare the acts so, revise] and arranged by them at the next session: 
to be re-enacted if the legislature shall so determine. 
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Sxc. 2. When the said acts shall be, sọ presented to the legislature for 
re-enactment the said commissioners sha! also suggest to the legislature, 
‘such contradictiong omiss.ons or imperfections as may appear in the acts 
so revised and the mode in which the same may be reconciled supplied or 
amended, and may also designate such acts or partsofacts. ifany. as in 
their judgment ought to be repealed with their reasons for advising such 
repeal: and may also recommend the passage of such new acts or parts of 
acts asin their judgment may appear necessary. 

Sec. 3. After the laws so revised as aforesaid shall have been subimnit- 
ted and ay proved of by the legislature, the said commissioners shal] under 
the direction of such legislature prepare the same for the press, and shall 
also prepare for pub ication with the said iaws. the constitution of the Uni- 
ted States of America and the constitution of this state: and that the said 
commissioners shal] make an index of the matters contained in the said 
work. 

Sc. 4. The commissioners shall be entit'ed to three dol'ars per day 
for each day white engaged in said work, as may be certified to by said 
commissioners. 

Sce. 5. In case the commissioners herein provided for or either of 
thu shat refuse to act in the premises, or sha'| die resign o” remove from 
the state before the comp etion of the duties assigned to them, it sha‘! be the 
duty of the person administering the government of this state to appoint 
others or another in their or his stead who shal! have the like powers as 
aforesaid, and be entit ed to a compeasation which shall be proportionab y 
equa! to that which is a lowed by this act to the persons before named. 


Sec. 6. The commissioners in the execution of their duties shali have 
free access to any pub ic records papers or books of this state, and be per- 
mitted toexamine the same without fee or reward; the commissioners 
sha | meet onthe tourth Monday of Jw y next (inst ) at the capito: in the 
vii'age of Madison and enter upon the duties of their office, and may ad- 
journ from time to time as they may think proper. 

Src. 7 The commissioners may employ ac erk at an expense of not 
exceeding two do jars perday to be aliowed to such c erk on the certificate 
of said commissioners; and shail be furnished by tue superintendent of pub 
lie property with a!l needfui stationery ights and fue whi ¢ in thedischarge 
of theit dutjes co! ective y as such board of 1evisors.. 
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Src. 8. The powers and-dft.és of-said cotninissioners shall Son 
when the revised laws as aforesaid sha‘! be pub ished.

AN ACT to Incorporate the Village of Port Washington. 


The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate 
and Assembly, do enact as fo lows : 


Sxcrion 1, All thac district uf country included in fractional section 
number twenty-eight in township number eleven, north of range number 
twenty-two east of the first principal meridian in the county of Washington. 
shall be hereafter known and distinguished by the name of the village ot 
Port Washington, anc the inhabitants residing or who may hereafter reside 
within said limits are hereby constituted a body corporate, by the name oi 
t The President and Trustees of the Village of Port Washington” and by 
thif name they and their successors ‘orever hereafter shall an. may have 
perpetual succession and shall be persons in law capable of suing and being 
sued pleading and being impleaded answering and being answered unto. 
ending and being defended in all courts and places and in all suits what- 
soever. l 

` Sxe. 2. Tr shall be lawful for the inhabitants of sdid village qualified to 
vote at any general election to meet af the school house in said village on 
the fourth Tuesday of July instant at two o'clock P.M. and ehoose'viva 
1ove two jidges of election and one clerk who together shall fort the 
election board aud eléct by ballot a president (who shall be ‘ex officio’ at 
trastee) four trustees, three assessors a clerk and a treasurer. 
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Sxe. 3. On the third Tuesday of April in each year thereafter there shall 
be an annual election of the otlicers of said.village above specified, and the 
trustees shall give at least one weeks notice of the time and p'ace of holding 
the same, and they or any two of them shall preside at such election. 

Sec, 4. No person shall be eligible to any of said offices unless he shall 
be a voter in said village. 

Sic. 5. At all elections held under this act, the polls shall be opened at 
two o'clock P. M. and continue open until four o'clock P. M. and as much 
longer as the presiding board shall think necessary for the convenience of 
voters. a plurality of votes shall in all cases decide the election. 

Sec, 6, All of said officers shall hold their offices until the third Tuesday 
of April next aficr their election and until others are elected and qualified 
in their stead. 

Sxc. 7. Vacancies in the office of President, or of any trustee or trustees 
shall be filled at a special election to be called by the clerk by giving at 
least ten days notice thereof, and vacancies in all other offices by appoint” 
ment by the trustees. 

Sec. 8. Every officer elected under this act betore he enters upon the du- 
ties of his office shall take and subscribe an oath faithfully to discharge the 
duties of his office and to support the constitution of the United States, and 
the constitution and laws of this state, and file the same with thec erk of 
said vil age. 

Sec. 9,- Before entering upon the duties of his office the treasurer sha | 
give bonds to the president and trustees, in such sum, with such conditiens, 
and with such sureties as said trustees shall direct. 

Sxc. 10. It sha.l be the duty of the president when present to preside at 
all meetings of the trustees, at which meetings he shall have the right to 
vote—to see that all by-laws and ordinances are duly observed; and te 
prosecute all suits which may be necessary in the name of the corporation. 

Src. 11. Itshall be the duty of the clerk to keep a record of the doings 
of the board of trustees, especially of the passing of by-laws ordinances and 
ee ne pe a faithful record of all the doings and votes of the 
inhabitants of said village at their annual and other legal meetings and to 
xeep on file all papers which may be ordered by the trustees: The records 
kept by the clerk shall be evidence in all legal proceedings, and copies of 
all papers duly filed in his office, ind transcripts from the records of pro- 
ceedings of the board Gf trict.--++*. = 33 him under the corporate seal 
shall. cde ein ol caro ug tauno ou the same. 
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Nee. T2. The treasurer of said ` village shall receive all monies which 
may be collected for the use of the corporation by virtue of this act or by 
virtue of any by-law or ordinance of the board of trustets, or which may ` 
arise fram any other source and belong to the corporation, and he shail 
‘give his receipt therefor to the person paying the same: No money shall 
be drawn from the treasury except upon an order of the trustees, signed by 
the president and attested by the cterk, in which order sliall bt set forth for 
what purpose the same isto be paid: The treasurer sh Ji keep a full and 
particular account of all monies received and disbursed by him, with the 
time when, and the person paying or receiving the same which account 
Shall at all reasonable times be open to the inspection of the voters of said 
village: At the expiration of his term of offtce he shall make a full report 
of the receipts and disbursements of the office to the regular meeting for 
charter electioz. 

Szc. 13. The trustees shall have the following powers, to wit: First: 
To have a common seal and to alter the same at pleasure: Second, To 
purchase hold and convey any estate real and personal for the use of the 
corporation within the limits of the same: Third, To make, open, keep in 
repair, grade, improve, vacate and discontinue any streets, avenues, lanes, 
alleys, sewers, bridges, cross or side walks, in the manner hereafter pre- 
scribed, and to keep the same free from ineumbrances and to protect them 
from injury: Fourth, To organize fire companies, and hook aud ladder 
companies (whenever a majority of the votes of said village at any legal 
meeting be in favor of-such measures) to regulate their government and the 
times and manner of their exercise: to provide all necessary apparatus for 
the extinguishment of firês : to require the owners of buildings to provide 
and keep suitable fire buckets which are hereby dec ared to be appurtenan- 
ces to the real estate and exempt from seizure and: distress, and forced sale, 
and if the owner after reasonable notice, neglects or refuses to procure such 
fire buckets, the trustees may procure and deliver the sameto him; and in 
default of payment therstor may bring an action of debt againt said owner 
and be entit ed to recover the value of such fire buckets so furnished with 
costs of suit: to regulate the storage of gun-powder, and dther dangerous 
‘materials: to compel the inhabitants of said’ village to aid in the extin- 
guishment of fires: te pull break down and raze such buildings i the-vicini- 
ty of fire, as shall be directed by any three of their members for the purpose 
of preventing its communication to other buildings: to construct and pre- 
serve reservoirs and pumps and wells, and generally to establish such other 
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measures of prudence for the prevention or extinguishnient of fires as they 
shal! deem proper: Fifth, To clear out and remove vegetable matter and 
nuisances, from the outlets and other waters in said village. and prevent 
their accumulation in said' waters; and’ generally to take such other meas 
ures for the public health and’ convenience as they shall deem proper :— 
Sixth. To purchase hold enclose lay out ornament and regolate a burial 
ground in said village and to sell lbts therein, and to regulate the burial of 
the dead: Seventh. To establish and regulate a public scale and appoint or 
cause to be elected a weigher to attend the same: Eighth, To cal) all reg- 
ular and special meetings of the voters of said village not otherwise provided 
for in this act: Ninth, To prescribe the compensation of all officers of the 
corporation except their own: Tenth, Upon the application in writing of 
two-thirds of the ewners or residents of the lots on any street to lay and 
collect a special tax on the lots on such street in just proportion for the 
purpose of grading, making walks in or otherwise-inyproving. such street 
and upon a similar application of residents or owners of one side of any 
block, to lay and cellect a special tax on such bloek in just proportion for 
the purpose of making a cross walk or aside walk along the-same; and 
upon the application in writing of all the owners of lots fronting any street, 
Fane, al'ey, avenue or way. may be vacated and discontinued: provided the 
trustees think the public convenience will not thereby be infringed: and 
upon a similar application of allthe owners of lots through which a new 
street lane alley avenue or way is proposed to be opened, the trustees may 
cause such new street lane avenue alley or way to be opened: provided 
that any expense for such opening shall be defrayed by the persons making 
such application: Eleventh, To make pass ordain and establish such by- 
laws ordinances and regulations not repugnant to the constitution and 
laws of this state or of the United States for the purpose of carrying into 
effect the provisions of this act as they deem proper: but no such by-laws 
ordinances or regulations shall take effect until the same shall have been 
published for three weeks successively or three copies thereof have been 
posted up in as many public places in said village and for the length of time 
aforesaid. at or before the expiration of which three weeks, if any fifteen 
freeholders of said village in writing ask the trustees to call a special meet- 
ing of the voters of said village to consider such by-law ordinance or regu- 
lation, the trustess shall call such special meeting; and if a majority of the 
voters then present at such special meeting shall decide against the adop- 
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tion of such by law ordinance or regulation then the same shall not be in 
force, but if a majority do so decide then the same shall be in force: Twelfth, 
‘Lo repeal or amenc any by-law ordinance or regulation subject the same 
to restrjetions or limitaitens as contained in the elevepth Slause of this 
section: Thirteenth, To impose a general’ poll tax upon every male resi. 
dent.of said village above the age of twenty-one years and under the age of 
litty-five years, of two days labar, or in lieu thereof one dollar and fifty 
cents to.he appropriated in improving the roads and streets of said village 
under the direction of sneh persons as they may appoint: provided, howey- 
er that such poll tax shall not be imposed without the previous consent of 
a majority of the persons subject to pay such poll tax present at some reg. 
ular or special meeting. 

Sec. 14. The said trustees may ordain and provide such reasonable fines 
forfeitures and penalties upon the offenders against the by-laws regulations 
and ordinances of said village as they sha'l deem proper not exceeding 
twenty dollars for any one offence, to be proseeuted and recovered before 
any justice of the peace or court having cognizance of the same, in the name 
of the corporation, to and for the use of the corporation: and in any such 
action it shall be lawful to declare generally in debt for such penalty or 
forféiture and to give the special matter in evidence: and the defendant 
may plead the general issue and give the special matter in evidence: all 
expenses incurred in prosecuting for the recovery of any penalty or forfeit- 
ure shall be defrayed by the corporation, and al] penalties and forfeitures 
when colleeted shall be paid to the treasurer for the use ot the village. 

Ste. 15. The affidavit of the printer of the publication of any by-laws or 
ordinances or the affidavit or oath of the clerk of the corporation, of the 
posting up notices by-laws or ordinances as required by this act shall be 
sufficient proof in all courts and elsewhere that such notices by-laws or 
ordinances were properly published or posted up, 

Sxc. 16. Any three of said trustees shall be aquorum for the transaction 
of all business, but no by-law ordinance or regulation shall pass un‘ess 
three of said trustees concur therein, 

Sec. 17. No person shall be an incompetent judge justice Juror or witness 
by reason of his being an inhabitant or freeholder yn said village in any 
action cr proceeding in which said village is a party or interested. 

Ske is every inhabitant of sant vil age belonging to any fire company 
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orhon: o ger company thei. all be exempt from serving on ju- 
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nies and from doing military duty except in case of war invasion or insur- 
rection. 

Sec. 19. It shall be lawful on the fourth Tuesday of July instant. and 
thereafter at the regular annual village meeting for all voters who own 
taxable property in said village to decide how much and for what purpose 
revenue shall be raised, but in no case shall the revenue voted to be raised 
in one year exceed the rate of one dollar on every one hundred Collars of the 
assessed value of all property subject to taxation. 

Sec. 20. The fol'owing property shall not be taxed by virtue of any law 
or ordinance adopted by the authority of said village to wit- the property 
of the United States, of this state, of Washington county, of said village of 
all incorporated literary benevolent charitable and scientific institutions, 
every public library, school house, house for public worship, academy, and 
seminary of learning and the lots on which such buildings are situated, and 
all property which is or shall be by law exempt from taxes for state and 
county purposes. 

Sec. 21. All property real and personal within the limits of said vil- 
lage, not exempted above shall be subject to taxation: personal property 
shall be construed to include all goods, chattels, monies and effects, all 
stocks in any monied corporation and the debts due from solvent debtors 
over and above the amount of debts owed by the owner of personal prop- 
erty above specified. 

Sec. 22. Itshall be the duty of the assessors on or before the first Tues- 
day of August next, and thereafter on or before the last Tuesday of March 
of each year, to make out an assessment roll, in which they shali set down 
the names of all taxable inhabitants of said village, and the names so faras 
they can be ascertained of non-residents, who shall own real estate there 
and the description quality and value of all the property subject to taxation 
in said village, and then to give one weeks notice of the time and place at 
which they will meet to equalize and correct said assessment roil: at 
which time and place they shall proceed in the same manner as town as- 
sessors in like cases are now 1equired to do, and may require the’ like afi- 
davit of any person conceiving himself aggrieved by the assessment, and for 
that purpose either of said assessors shall have power to administer an oath 
and the said assessors shall cause all such affidavits to be fi.e3 in the office 
ot the clerk of said village: when said assessment roll shal! have been 
completed it shall be certified by at least two of the assessors os a true as- 
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sessment roll ofall the property subject to taxation in said village, and im- 
mediately deposited with the clerk of said village. 

Sze. 23. It shall be theduty of the clerk after the assessment roll is 
placed in his-hands, and 4s soon as the. amount of tax to be levied or the 
rate per cent shall be determined in aecordance with the provisions of this 
act to complete said assessment roll by annexing to each lot or other kind 
of property the amount of tax which shall Le chargeable on thesame agree- 
ably to the assessment as returned and the amount or rate per cent deter, 
mined so as aforesaid; which schedule shell be called a tax list, and shall 
be recorded by the clerk in a book by him kept for that purpose. 

Sec, 24. The clerk shall complete the tax list as aforesaid and deliver 
the same to the village treasurer within one month from the time when 
the amount of tax shall be determined, and sball note the time of such de- 
livery in the book where such list shall be recorded whieh record shall be 
conclusive evidence of such delivery; and the tax so assessed shall be and 
continue a lien on the property in the hands or possesssion of any resident 
of said corporation so assessed and taxed, from and afler the day of the de- 
livery of the tax list into the hands of the treasurer as aforesaid until suck 
tax shall he paid together with all costs which may accrue thereon under 
the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 25. Upon the receipt of the tax list as aforesaid it shall be the duty 
of the treasurer immediately to give a notice in a newspaper printed in said 
village or by posting up notices in three public places in said village that 
such tax list has been committed to him for the purpose of collecting the 
tax thereon: and that he will receive the taxes at his office for one month 
thereafter next ensuing, subjeet to a deduction of five per centum if paid 
within said month. 

Sec. 26. If the taxes are not paid to the treasurer on or before the expi- 
ration of said month he may proceed to colicct the same by distress and sale 
of the goods and chattels of the persons eharged, giving six days notice of 
the time and place of such sale by written or printed notices posted up in 
three public places in said village.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Secrrex 1. There shall be established in this state at or near the 
village of Madison in the county of Dane an institution of learning under 
the name and style of the university of Wisconsin. 

Sec. 2. The government ofthe university shall be vested in a board of 
segents to consist of a president, to be elected in the manner hereinafter 
provided, and twelve members, who shall be elected by the senate and as- 
sembly of this state, and who shall enter upon the duties of their office as 
soon as elected : provided that such regents shall not be entitled to receive 
compensation for their services, 

Sce. 3. The members of the board at their first meeting, shall be di- 
vided in such manneras they shall determine into classes number one, two 
and three: class numbered one shall hold their office for two years: class 
numbered two fer four years: and e'ass numbered three for six years from 
the first Menday of January one thousand eight hundred and forty nine: 
Thereafter those elected biennially to supply the vacancies made by the 
provisions of this section, and in tke manrer provided for in the second 
section shall hold their office for six years respectively.

by him, and shall give such bonds for the faithful performance of the duties- 
of his office as the regents may require..

mitted to the, legislature for their approval or disapproval. 

Sec. 8, The university shall consist of four departments: Frist, the 
department of science literature and. the arts. second, the department of 
law: third, the department of medicine: fourth, the department of the the- 
ory and practice of elementary instruction: The immediate governmert 
of the several departments shall be intrusted to their respective faculties; 
but the regents shall have power to regulate the course of instruction, and 
prescribe under the advice of the professorships, the books and autngrities 
to be used in the several departments, and also to confer such degrees an” 
grant such diplomas as are usually conferred and granted by other univer- 
sities., - : 

Sec. 9. The regents shall have pawer to remove- any offieer connected 
with the institution, when in their jadgment the interests af the institutior. 
require it. 

Sec. 10. Theses of admission to the university shall never exceed ten 
dollars, and the charges for tuition jn the first and fourth departments shal} 
never exceed in one yeay to the residents of the atate twenty dallaars; and as

The regents shall make areport annually tothe legis ature 
if its regu’ar session exhibiting the state and progress of the university in 
no severa! departments, the course of study, the number of professors and 
students, the amount of expendituies; and such other information as they 
may deem proper. 

Sec. 14. Meetings of the board may be caved in such manner as the 
rezents shall preseribe, and any. even of them at a meeting regularly cal'el 
iail bea quorum for the transaction of business; anda less number may 
adjourn from time to time- provided, that their first meeting may be cai ed 
hy any three members ef the bohra. 

mic. 15. The regents if they sha'l deem it expedient may receive iuto 
congexion with the university any col'ege inthis state upon apptication ©: 
in board of trustees; and such co,’ege so received shali become a branch ol 
the university, and be subject to the visitation of the regents. 

Sec, 16. That uo re igious tenets or opinions shal] be required to en- 
tite any person to Le admitted as a student in said university. and no sucit 
tenets or opinions sha’! be required as a qua'ification for any professor tu- 
tor or teacher. of said university; and no student of said university shail be 
required to attend re igious worship in any particu ar denomination.

‘The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact-as follows : : 

Sec. 1. A homestead consisting of any quantity of land not exceeding 
foyty acres used for agricultural purposes, and the dwelling house thereon 
and its appurtenances to be selected by the owner thereof, and not included 
n anyrecorded town plot-or city or village, or instead thereof at the option 
cf the owner, a quantity of land not exceeding in amount one fourth of 
an acre, being within a recorded town plat or city or village, and the dwelling 
house thereon, and iis appurtenances owned and occupied by any resident 
of the state, shal! not be subject to forced sale on execution or any other 
final process from a court for any debt or liability contracted after the first 
day of Tanudry in the year one thousand eight hunered and forty-nine. 

Sec. 2. Such exemption shall not affect any laborers or mechanics 
Len or extend to any mortgage thereon lawfully obtained but such mort- 
gage or other alienation of such land by the owner thereof, if a married 
man ghail not be valid without the signature-of the wife to the same. 

Sxe. 3. Whenever a levy shall be made upon the lands or tenements 
ofa uouseholder whose homestead has not been selected and set apart by 
metes and bounds such householder may notify the officer at the time of 
making such levy of what he regards as his-homestead with a description 
thereof within the limits above prescribed, and the remainder alone shall 
ke cubject to sele ‘under such levy. 

Sze. 4. H-the plaintiff in -execution shall be dissatisfied with the quan- 
tity of land selected and set apart as aforesaid ; the officer making such 
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levy, shall cause the same to be surveyed, beginning ata point to be desig- 
nated by the owner, and set off ina compact form, including the dwelling 
house and its appurtenances, the amount specified in the first section of this 
act; and the expenses of said survey shal] be chargeable on the execution 
and collected thereupon, if it shall appear after such survey that the owner 
of said land did not correctly state his metes and bounds: otherwise the ex- 
penses of survey shall be borne by the person directing the same. 

Sec. 5. After the survey shall have been made the officer making the 
levy may sell the property levied upon, and not included in the set-off, in 
the same manner as provided in other cases for the sale of real-estate on 
execution; and in giving a deed of the same he may describe it according 
to his original levy, excepting therefrom by metes and bounds aceording to 
the certificates of survey the quantity set off.as aforesaid. 

Sze. 6. Any person owning and occupying any dwelling house on 
land not his own, which land he shall be rightfully in possession of-by lease 
or otherwise, and claiming such house as his homestead shall be entitled 
to the exemption of such house.

correction which certificate shall be attested by the clerk of the board ot 

county commissioners or supervisors of such county, with the seal of said 

board attached thereto; said certificate shall describe with certainty the 

length of such beam, the name of the maker thereof (if the same be desig- 

nated thereon,) the exact weight of the poise used with such beam in 

weighing one thousand pounds, the name of the smelter or person for whom 
such examination was made with the date thereof; and whether such poise 

had at the time of such examination any lead or other substance attached 
thereto to increase the weight thereof: The said treasurer shall also im- 
press seal and stamp upon every such poise so examined by him on the 
lower part thereof and upon the outside of any addition of lead or other 

substance which may be made to such poise to increase the weight thereof 
the letter W. so that the same may be clearly observed. 

Sec, 2. Thestandard of weight to be used in the examination requir- 
ed by the preceding section of this aet, shall be that which is provided in 
the sixth section of an act of the late territory of Wisconsin—entitled “an 
act to regulate weights and measures. 

Sec. 3. No smelter or other person or persons engaged in the pur- 
chase of lead ore copper ore or other mineral substance shall within the 
limits of this state use for the purpose of weighing lead ore, copper ore or 
other mineral substance, any beam scale weight or poise unless the same 
shall have been duly examined adjusted and corrected in the manner here- 
inbefore provided, at some time within one year preceding the time of using 
such beam weight scale of poise and every smelter person or persons who 
shall violate or infringe the provisions of this section shall forfeit and pay 
the sum of fifty dollars which may be recovered in an action of debt insti- 
tuted in any court of this state of competent jurisdiction in the name of 
the person complaining for the use of the county ; and upon a recovery in 
such action, one half of the penalty shall go to such person complaining 
and the residue shall be paid into the county treasury. 

Sze. 4. The clerk of the board of county commissioners or boards of 
supervisors in each of the counties shall keepa book in which he shall 
register the name of every smelter of person who may obtain a certificate 
in the manner hereinbefore mentioned together with a description of the

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See, 5. The treasurer shall for every such certificate be entitled to

Every commissioner appointed as before mentioned shall have 
power to administer an oath which may be lawfully required in this state 
to any person willing to take it, and to take and duly certify all deposi-

AN ACT to provide for the improvement of the Fox and Wis- 
consir rivers and connecting the same by a canal. 


The People of the State of Wisconsin represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


See. 1. The construction of the improvements contemplated by the 
act ot Congress entitled “ An act to grant a certain quantity of land to aid 
in the improvement of the Fox and Wisconsin rivers and to connect the 
same by a canal in the territory of Wisconsin” approved August 8th 1846 
and the superintendence and repair thereof after the completion shall be 
under the direction and control of a:“Board of Public Works.” 

Ert, 2. Said board shall consist-of five persons who snall bé elected by 
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joint vote of the legislature, and who shall severally take and subscribe an 
oath of office to be filed in the office of the Secretary of State and shall con. 
tinue in office for the term of one year, and until others are duly qualified 
they shall each receive as a compensatian for their services, the sum of three 
dollars per day for each days attendance to the duties required by this act 
and for each day necessarily spent in travelling te and from the places of 
meeting to be paid out of the fund appropriated for said work four of said 
board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

Src. 5. The register provided for in the thirtieth section of this act 
shall act as secretary of the board of public works whose duty it shall 
be to keep a fu: ful record of the t.ansactions of said board: he shall have 
the custody of ail books and papers belonging to the board and certify their 
orders and proceedings when required and shall perform such other duties 
as may be imposed upon him by said board. 

Sec. 4. The said board may appoint a superintendent and engineer and 
authorize the employment of such subordinate officers as may be necessary 
and determine the compensation of each but no superintendent or other 
person except the engineers shall receive more than two dollars per day for 
each day actualiy employed in the service of the state. 

Sec, 5. The said commissioners shall first commenee the construction 
of the canal and alter said canalis finished the improvements of the 
Wisconsin and Fox rivers shall be commenced beginning trom both ends 
of the canal down each stream so as to make said streams navigable as the 
improvements progress, with the exception of the improvements of the sev- 
eral rapids on Fox rivér below Lake Winnebago which may be commenced 
at any time said commissioners may think proper ~ after the construction of 
the canal the nett procceds of one-sixth of the sale of the grant of land is 
hereby set apart for the improvement of the Wisconsin river, and five-sixths 
of said procee’s to the improvement of the Fox river: Provided that no 
more than ten inousand dollars shall be expended in improving the naviga- 
tion of the Fox river from the said canal to Lake Winnebage until further 
action of the legislature of this state or until the said river shall be made 
navigable to Green Bay. 

Sxe. 6. The said works shall be divided into convenient sections un- 
eonnected with each other each of which shall be let separately -by contract 
to the lowest bidder but where the bids of any one contractor shall embrace 
more ‘than coe section and shali be in the aggregiie less than other propo- 
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sals for the sante work his bids may be accepted and all contracts shall be 
inade in the triplicate one copy to be retained by the secretary of the board 
and ene copy to be deposited in the office of the secretary of state. 

Sec. 7. Each section shall be advertised separately and the notice of 
the time and place at which proposals will be received by said board for 
letting the same to conttacts shall contain a concise but full specifications 
of the work to be done, the time limited for the completion thereof and the 
terms of payment and shall be published six weeks successively in such pa- 
pers published in the state as the board may direct the last publication to 
be at least ten'days before the expiration of the time limited therein to re- 
ceive proposals. 

Src. 8. All proposals shall be sealed and shall distinctly specify the 
_ section or part of the work to be constructed, the price to be paid without 
any alternative condition or limitation and no more than one proposition 
shall-be received from any one person for the same contract each proposa! 
shall also be accompanied by a guarantee to be signed by two or more sure- 
ties whose sufficiency shall be certified by a judge of the circuit court or one 
of the board conditioned that the holder shall enter into contract within 
such time after receiving notice of the acceptance of his bid as the board 
may direct and will give security to the satisfaction of such board for the 
completion of the work according to the specifications contained in the ad- 
vertisement of the board otherwise such proposals shall be rejected. 

‘Se. 9, At the expiration of the time limited for receiving proposals 
the board shall meet and shall then open and compare the different propo- 
sails and shall accept the lowest offer made in compliance with the provis- 
ions of this act and forthwith notify the bidder of such aeceptance and if 
any persori whose proposal shall have been accepted does not within fifteen 
days thereafter enter into written contract for the performance of the work 
atcording to his bid and give security as herein provided: the board shall 
proceed to let by giving further notice such contract to some other person or 
persons upon the best terms they can obtain, and may sue for and recover 
on the guarantee before mentioned any excess by the board agreed to be 
paid upon such second letting over the price demanded in the proposal of 
the person or persons thus failing to enter inte contract as aforesaid, 

Szc. 10. Ne advance or extra compensation shall in any event be 
made to any contractor except thet the board may whenever a contract 
shail be partially fulfilled advance the sum not exceeding seventy-five per 
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cent. on the appraisal of the superintendent of the work done under such 
contract as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 11. It shall bethe duty of the superintendent personally to super- 
intend the work of each contractor and to see tWat fhe same be done accord- 
ing to contract reporting any and all deficiencies to the board and he shal! 
once a month measure and estimafé the work done under each contract and 
report the same to the secretary of the board who shall theréupon draw his 
Warrant on the treasury for the sum equal to seventy-five per cent. of the 
amount éstintated to be due on such contract which warrant shall be coun- 
tersigned by the superintendent and paid by the treasurer on presentation 
provided that ifin any case a contractor shal! be dissatisfied with such 
admeasurement and estimate he may appeal to the board whose decision 
shall be conclusive.

Sxc. .16, -When, any jand waters.or materials appropriated by the 
board to the use of said -improvements shall belong to the state such lands 
waters or materials and 80 much of the adjoining land as may,be valuable 
zor hydraulic or ‘commercial purposes shall be absolutely reserved to the 
state, and whenevera water power shall be created by reason ofany dam 
erected or other improvements. made on any of said rivers such water pow- 
er shall belong to the state subject to future action of the legislature. 

Sec. 17. When any lands waters or material appropriated by the 
board to the use of the public in the construction of said improvements 
shall not be freely given or granted te the state or the said board cannot 
agree with the owner as to the terms on-which the same shall be granted 
the superintendent under the directions ofthe board shall select an apprais- 
er and the owner shell select another appraiser who together if they are 
unable ta agree shall select a third, neither of whom shall have any inter- 
est directly or indirectly in the subject matter nor be of kin to such owner 
and said appraisers gr a majority of them shall proceed to hear testimony 
and to assess the benefits or damages as the case may be ta the said owner 
from the appropriation of such land water or materials, and their award 
shall be conclusive unless’ modified as herein provided. Ifthe owner shall 
neglec* or refuse to appoint an appraiser as herein directed after ten days 
noticeof such appointment by the superintendent then such superinten- 
dent shall make such appointment for him. 

Sc. 18. Either party may appeal from such award to the circuit 
court of the county in which the premises may be situated within thirty 
days after such award may be made and filed with the secretary of the 
toard-and such appeal shall be tried by a jury as other cases commenced in 
said circuit court, and upon the finding of such jury judgment may be ren- 
dered in favor of either party but no execution shall issue thereon against 
the state.

hear and determine such cases appoint or remove their officers punish con- 
tempts regulating forms of process prescribing the duties of their offices 
and of sheriff and coroner allowitig fees to such ‘officers and ‘providing for 
the collection thereof or requiring of such officers official vaths and bonds 
shall be ,held to extend to said municipal court and, its officers as fal- 
ly as they « extend to. ‘said circuit courts and their officers; “The judge 
herein “provided for shall be a conservator of the peace in Milwaukee tity 
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and as'such shall in the recess or vacation-ef said eourt Have the same power 
er and-guthority as the jadges of the cireyit courts; and shall also have 
power to. grant and determine writs ofhabeas corpus quo warranto manda 
mus, all other remedial writs that circuit courts are-authorized to grant

Sec. 5. The supreme court shall havea: pellate jurisdiciion to said 
municipal court.and causes may be removed from that court to the supreme 
court by appeal writ of error or other process and remanded back and prc- 
ceeded in, in the way provided by law for the exercise by that court of its 
appeljate or supervisory jurisdiction over the cireuit courts and the judges 
or their judgments or degrees: 

Sec. 6. The process of said eourts shal! have the seal thereof affixed 
and be tested directed served and returned and be in form as isor may be 
provided for the process of the circuit courts, varying only in the style of 
tae court and to conform to its terms; and any process issuing out of said 
court may be directed to the sheriffor coroner of Milwaukee county. the 
city marshall or any constable of said city, who are hereby authorized and 
directed to serve and execute said, writs.

The mayor of the city and the clerk of the common councii 
shall annually select one hundred and fifty judicious and well informed per- 
sons in the city of Milwaukee (who have not been returned as jurors to the 
clerk of the circuit court) having the qualifications of electors ta serve as 
grand and peti! jurors, a list of whose names shall be deposited with the 
clerk of said municipal court, that said clerk shall write the names of the 
persons so selected upon.separate pieces of paper and put them into a box’ 
to be by him provided at the expense.of ihe city, and the said clerk shall 
at least ‘fifteen days before each term of said court in the presence of the 
sheriff of the county of Milwaukee (the sheriffhaving first shaken the box 
so as to mix the ballots on which the names are written) proceed to draw 
forty seven Teini the first twenty three of whom shall be summoned as 
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grand jurors,and the remaining twenty four as petit jurors and the clerk 
shall forthwith issue venires therefor; which shall be served and returned 
in the same manner as in the circuit courts: provided always, that a grand 
yury shall only be drawn for each alternate term and for the term in which 
the grand jury is not to be drawn, the first twenty four names drawn as 
aforesaid shall be summonec as petit jurors in the same manner as herein- 
before provided ; and said court shall have power toissue special venires 
and to call tales jurors, and in reference thereto shal] have the same power 
conferred by law uy on the circuit courts, and said jurors summoned under 
this act sfiall be paid out of the city treasury.

The inhabitants of joint school district unger seven of 
the towns of Sullivan ‘and Palmyra in the county of Jefferson are hereby 
authorized to levy and collect a tax of one hundred and eighty dollars for 
the purpose of building a sckodl house in said district i in pursuance of a 
vote ofsaid district heretofore had to that effect. 

Sec. 2, Said tax shall be levied upon the taxable property in said dis- 
triet on the first day of May last and the valuation thereof shall be taken 
from the assessment rolls as then made by the assessors of said towns re- 
spectively, and the warrant for the collection of the same shall be placed 
in the hands of the district collector within sixty days after the passage of 
this act and shall be collected and returns made as is provided by law.

The people of the State of Wisconsin represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows :

The governor shall appoint from each organized county 
of the state, one or more notaries public, who shall be considered state offi- 
cers, and shall hold their offices for the term of two years, and shall have 
power to act by virtue of their office taroughout the state. 

Each and every notary publie before he enters upon the duties 
of his office shall take and subscribe the oath prescribed by the constitutior 
of this state and shail give a bond to the governor with sufficient surety in 
the penal sum of five hundred dollars conditioned for the faithful discharge 
of the duties of his office. He shall also provide an official seal. and de- 
posit an impression of the same in the office of the clerk of the court ot 
tue connty in which he shall reside.

ARTICLE SECOND. 


OF THE GENERAL POWERS AND DUTIES OF THE SECRETATY AS AUDITOR 


OF THE STATE.

tween such as are provided for by permanent or temporary appropriations 
and such. as require to be provided for by law, and shewing the means from 
which such expenditures are to he defrayed: Third, To suggest plans for 
the improvement and management of the public revenues: Fourth, To 
keep and state all accqunts between this state and the United States, and all 
other accounts in whieh the state is interested: Fifth, To-examine and 
settle the accounts of all persons indebted to the state and.to certify the 
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amount or balance to thetreasurer: Sixth, To direct and superintend the 
collection of all monies due to the state: Seventh, To examine and liqui- 
date the claims of all persons against the state in cases where provision for 
the payment thereof shal: have been made by law, and when no such pro- 
vision or an insufficient provision shall have been made to examine the 
claim and report the facts with his opinion thereon to the legislature: 
Eighth, To require any person who shall have received any monies be- 
longing to the state and shall not have accounted therefor to settle their 
accounts: Ninth, To draw warrants on the treasurer for the payment of 
all moneys hereafter dire>ted by law to be paid out of the treasury but no 
warrant shall be drawn unless authorized by law, and every warrant shall 
refer to the law under which it is drawn. 

Sec. 11. The secretary of state shall from timeto time require all 
persons receiving monies or securities or having the disposition or man- 
agement of any property of the state of which an account is kept in his of- 
fice to render statements thereof to him, and all such persons shall render 
such statements at such time and in such form as he shall require. 

Sec. 12. The secretary of state may require any person presenting to 
him an account for settlement to be sworn before him touching the said ac- 
count, and’ when so sworn to answer orally as to any facts relating to the 
justness of the said account. 

_ Sze. 13, He shall countersign and enter in a book to be kept by him 
for that purpose all receipts for money paid to the treasurer and nosuch re- 
ceipts shall be evidence of payment unless so countersigned. 

Sec. 14. He shall keep an account between the state and the treasurer 
and therein charge the treasurer with the balance in the treasury when he 
came into office and with all monies received by him, and credit him with 
all warrants drawn on and paid by him. 

He may from time to time cause to be published at the ex- 
pense ot this state in oné or more of the newspapers printed therein, such 
laws of this state or extracts therefrom relating to the payment of monies 
that may be due or become due to this state or the duties to be performed 
by the public \officers thereof as he may deem necessary.

. pe deposited and kept in the office of the secretary of state, — 

i - Sxe. 17. The present fiscal year of the office of the treasurer of this 
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state shall close on the thirty. first day of December next; and the future. 
fiscal year of that office shall be from the first day of January in the pre- 
ceding to the first day of January in the succeding year inclusive. 

Src. 18. AH books and accounts ia the office of the secretary of state 
shall be kept, and all the duties of that office shall be performed with ref- 
erence to the time and commencement and ending of the fiscal yearpt the 
treasurers office. 

S c. 19. Alf officers and persons required to render annual accounts 
to the secreiary of state or treasurer shal close those aceounts on the first 
day of January in each year and shall render such accounts as soon after 
that day in éach year as may be practicable.

OT PROC EDINGS AGAINST PERSONS ACCOUNTABLE FORK PUBLIC MONIES.

Thereturnsof such notification to the secretary's office with 
the certificate of the sheriff endorsed thereon, that the service has been made 
by delivering a copy of the notification to such person, or by leaving such 
copy at his usual place of abode shall be eonelusive evidence of the pro- 
eeedings. 

Sxc. 24. In case the party shall faif to render such accounts and 
vouchers within the time limitéd in such notification the secretary of state 
shall state an account against him charging interest at the rate of seven‘ 
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per cent per annum from the time the notification was served, and shah 
deliver a copy of such account to the attorney general for prosecution.

Src. 33. Nothing in this artick contained shall be construed to im- 
pair any legal remedy which might be used if this article was not in force 
fur the recovery of any debt due or to become due to the peope of this

Src. 34. The secretary of state shall receive a salary of one thou- 
‘sand two hundred dollars per-annum to be paid out of the treasury of the 
state upon the -certificate of the governor which shall be in full for all ser“ 
vices required of him by any law or the constitution of this state and no 
further compensation sha'l be allowed for the services of any clerk or oth- 
er officer connected with his office.

The people ofthe State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and

Sxerron. 1. There shall be elected at the general election to be hold- 
en in each year a state superintengent of public instruction whose term of 
office shall commence on the first Monday in January succeeding his elec» 
tion and continue for one year and until his successor his elected and qual- 
ifed: If from any cause the said office shall become vacant, the = ad 
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ngniatering the government of this state is authorized to appoint some 
suitable person to that office, and the person so appointed shall continue iss 
office until his successor shall be duly elected and qualified. 

See. 2. The state superintendent of public instruction shall before he 
enters upon the duties of his office take and subscribe an oath to support 
the constitutions of the United States and the state of Wisconsin, and faith- 
fully to discharge the duties of his office according to law, whieh oath shall 
be filed in the office of the secretary ef state: He shall reeeive a yearly 
compensation for his services to be paid quarterly out of the treasury of 
this state of one thousand dollars, with his actual postage and necessary 
stationery for his office. 

Sec. 3. The superintendent shall have a general supervision over pub- 
lic instruction in this state, and it shall be his duty to devote his whole time 
to the advancement of the cause of education, and for that purpose to visit 
as far and as often as practicable, every town and school in the state for 
the purpose of inspecting the schools and diffusing as widely as possible 
by public addresses (which shall be tree from partisan politics and sectari- 
an religion) and personal communication with school officers teachers and 
parents, a knowledge of existing defects and desirable improvements in 
the agministration of the system, and the government and instruetion of 
the schools: To recommend the introduction and use of the most approv ed 
text books, and to secure as far as practicable uniformity in education 
throughout the state: To discourage the use of sectarian books or secta- 

ian instruction in any of the public schools of this state: To recommend 
tae establishment of school libraries aud to advise in the selection of books 
for the same. To collect such information as may be deemed important 
in reference to common schools in each county, town precinct and school 
district; To ascertain from the best authenticated sources the number of 
children betweengthe ages of four and twenty years: The number and de- 
scription-of schoo s, the qualification of teachers: the length of time that 
schools are taught in each „chool district: the number of scholars in at- 
tendance at each school: the text books now in use in the different schools: 
The amount paid for tuition: the suurces Irem which the various items of 
school fund are derived; and to ascertain che number of school houses, 
academies and other seminur.es of learnt ; the amount expended in the 
erection of the same; to ascertain the condition of all the school funds in 
this ‘state with the amount of the school funds due to each tow nship from 
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Yands or other sources: to propose suitable forms and regulations for mak- 
ing all reports and conducting all necessary proceedings under this act: to 
adjust and decide all controversies and disputes arising under the school 
lands without cost to the parties: to open a correspondence with the 
friends of education in this and other states: to address circulars and to 
furnish such information as he nay deem proper to the different county and 
town clerks and school officers in this state: to perform such other duties 
as the legislature or guvernor of this state may direct, to report annually

Section 1. Increase A. Lapham, Byron Kilborn, Paraclete Potter, 
Cicero Comstock, John T. Perkins, E. B. Wolcott, P. C. Hale, John H. 
Tweedy, Eliphalet Cramer, Edward Wunderly, Alanson Sweet, James H. 
Rogers, Moses Knee and and their successors are hereby created a body 
corporate and politic to be styled the board of trustees of “ Milwaukee 
college” and shall be trustees of the said corporation for the purpose of 
farther establishing maintaining and conducting an institution of learning 
for the educat.on of youth generally, and by the aforesaid corporate name 
to remain in perpetual succession with full power to sue and be sued to 
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plead and be impleaded, to acquire hold and convey property real and per- 
sonal-to be applied only to the objects herein proposed not exceeding in

The trustees of said college and their successors shall forever 
hereafter have power and authority to direct and prescribe the course of 
stwiv and the discipline in said college, also to select and appoint by 
balot or otherwise a president and such professors and tutors and such 
other officers as the said trustees shall deern proper, all of whom shall hold 
«heir offices, during che pleasure of said trustees. 

Ste. 3. The said trustees and their successors shall have power and 
suthority to grant such literary honors and degrees as are usually granted 
by universities colleges or seminaries of learning in the United States. and 
i: testimony of such grants to give suitable diplomas under their seals, 
wiach diplomas shail entit.e the possessors respectively to the immunities 
ani privileges which by usage or statute are allowed to the possessors of 
s.nilar diplomas granted by universities colleges and seminaries of learn- 
isz. ` 

Sec. 4. There shall at all times be thirteen trustees o! said corporation 
a majority of wnom shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of busi- 
ns»s, but a minority may adjourn from time to time. 

Sec. 5. The said college shal! be located inor near the city of Milwan- 
k22 atsuch place as the trustees shall determine, and shall be erected on a 
p:2a sufficiently extensive to afford ample facilities to perfect the scholar. 

Sec. 6. The board of trustees shall hold their first meeting at Milwau- 
kee within three months after the passage of this act: Provided, that a 
mucority failing to meet a minority shall have power to organize and ad- 
jown. 

Sec. 7. The said trustees shall continue in office during their life or 
pleasure unless removed as provided in section eight and shall have power 
to üil all vacancies occasioned by death resignation or otherwise. 

So. 8. The said trustees may meet on their own adjournment, and the 
presidentia conjunction with two members, or four members, may call 
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special meetings by giving ten days notice: any trustee may be removed 
by avote of the board for mal-conduct or for neglect of duty'for one year. 
Sec. 9. The trustees shall faithfully apply all funds by them collected 
or received according to the best of their judgment in erecting buildings

quire specifications in the bids as followe: For the first class, the price of 
composition per thousand ems, the price ofthe paper and the price of press 
work: Forthesecond class, tpecifications as above with the cost of folding 
stitching and binding for each copy of the work required and for preparing 
side notes and index for the laws, and index for journals, and for the third 
elass the price per quire of the requisite blanks; and it shall be incumbent

sentatives in congress, and electors of president and vice president, and alf 
state and county officers not herein enumerated, or otherwise provided for 
and shalt be held on the Tuesday succeeding, the first Monday of Novem- 
ber in each year. 

Se. 2. Special elections are such as are held on'y in à particular 
district or county, at a time when no general election is heid for -one or 
more of the oflicera proper to be chosen at a general election, but no speciai 
election sha'l be held within thirty days previously to a general election. 

Sec. 3. Special elections shall be held in the following cases: 

1st, When an officer other than a governor. lieutenant governor, secreta- 
ry of state, treasurer, attorney general, and electors of President and vice - 
president, shall not have been chosen, by reason of two or more candidates 
having received an equal number of votes for the same office: 
_ 2d. When the Hight. of office, of a person elected to the office of a seng- 
tor, member of assembly, sheriff, clerk of the circuit court, register of 
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deeds, judge of probate, clerk of board of supervisors, coroner, state supel- 
intendent, treasurer, attorney general, shall cease before the commence- 
ment of the term of service for which such offieer shall have been elected. 
3d. When a vacancy occurs in the office of senator or member of the as- 
sembly after the last day of December in any year and before the first day 
of February next fol'owing. 

Src, 4. When a special election shall not have taken place as requir- 
ed by law the vacancy which ought to have been supp ied at such election, 
shall be supplied at the next general election. 

Sec. 5. All vacancies in theoffice of representative in congress shall 
be supplied at the general election next succeeding the happening thereof. 

Sec. 6. If a vacancy proper to be supplied at a general election, 
shall not have been supplied at the generai election next succeeding the 
happening thereof, a special election to supp y such vacancy shall then be. 
held. > 

Src. 7. Specia! elections in the first case provided for in the second 
section of this title shall be ordered by the board of canvassers having the 
power to determine on. the election of the officer omitted to be chosen, in 
al other cases such elections shall be ordered by the governor who shall 
issue his prociamation therefor. 

Src. 8. Such proc amation shall specify the county or district in 
which such special election is to be held. the cause of such e ection: the 
name of the officerin whose office the vacancy has occurred: the time 
when his term of office will expire, and the day on which such election is to 
be held, which shall not be less than twenty nor more than forty days froni 
the date of the proclamation. 

Sec. 9, E ections in all incorporated cities shall be by wards, and in 
all other parts of the state by towns and precincts. 

S.c, 19, The supervisors of each. town or precinct shall be the in- 
spectors of elections in such town or precinct, and the alderman in each 
ward shall be the inspectors of elections in such ward, any two of such in- 
spectors may act, and in case of the death, refusal or inability of either 
of them to act as steh inspectors so that a quorum is not present 
the places of such persons shall be filled by the viva voce votes of such 
qalifed electors residing within such town ward or precinct as may then be 
present at the place of election, and the persons so elected shall be and 
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hereby are invested with the same power as the other inspectors of election 
in this section mentioned. 

Sec. 11. The clerks of the several towns and precinets , in this state 
shall by virtue of their office be clerks of elections. The inspectors of 

elections in said towns and precincts shall choose another clerk who shall 
possess the requjsite quatitications of an elector of such town or precinct 
and the inspectors ot e ections of the several wards of this state shall 
choose two clerks of elections having the qua ifications above specified. 

Src. 12 Previous to any votes being taken the inspectors and clerks 
of elections shall severally take an oath or affirmation that they will sup- 
port che constitution of the United States. the constitution of the state of 
Wisconsin. and will perform the duties of inspectur (or c'erk as the care 
may be) of elections according to law and wilt studiously endeavor to pre- 
vent al fraud deceit or abuse in cond:icting the same, said oath or affirma- 
tion may be administered by any one duly authorized by law to adrqinister 

oaths, and the person administering said oath shail cause an entry thereof 
to be made an? shall subscribe the same and the inspectors shall prefix the 
sai to the po | books. 

Src. 13. Whenever in the opinion o: the inspectors of election of any 
town or precinct more than one poll or e ection will be necessary for the 
convenience of the e ectors at any genera’ or special election thev are here- 
by authorized to designate a place where a second poil shall be he d giving 
ten days notice thereof by posting up notices in tive of the most public 
places in such town or precinct, at which poll the inspectors and clerks 
shall be chosen and q nalified as provided in section ten ef this article.

ARTICLE 1. 


Secrrow 1. The secretary of state shall once in every two years be- 
tween the first day of July and the first day of September immediate y 
preceding the expiration of the term of office of the governor and lientenant 
governor last chosen. direct and cause to be delivered to the sheriff or ¢ erk 
of the cireuit court, or in case there shall be no such sheriff or clerk of the 
eircuit court in such county then to the clerk of the board of supervisors of 
each county, a notice in writing specifying that a governor and .ieutenant 
governor, secretary of state, state treasurer, attorney genegal and state su- 
perintendent are to be elected, and also the names of the senators for the 
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district or districts fo which said county belongs arose term of service 
shall expire on the last day of December thereafter. i 

Src 2. Ifany vacancy shal, exist in a county proper to be supplied 
at the ensuing general election he shall in l.ke manner and time direct and 
cause to be delivered to the sheriff or clerk of the circuit court (or in case 
there shall be no such sheriff or clerk of the circuit court) in such county 
then to the clerk of the board of supervisors ofsuch county, a notice in 
wnting specifying the cause of such vacancy. the name of the officer in 
whose office it has occurred, and the time when his term of office will ex- 
pire, and if any such vacancy shall exist in any district he shall in like man- 
ner direct and cause like notice to be delivered to the sheriff or clerk of the 
circuit court or in case there shall be no such sheriff or clerk cf the cir- 
cuit court in such county then to the clerk of the board of supervisors in 
each county contained in such district. l 

Sec. 3. Whena special election in a county shall be ordered by the 
governor.the secretary of state shall forthwith cause a copy of the gov- 
ernor’s proclamation to be delivered to the sheriff or clerk of the ci:cuit 
court, or in case there shall be no such sheriff or clerk of the circuit court 
then to the clerk of the baard of supervisors, of such county: and when or- 
dered in a district to the said sheriffs or clerks, or in case there shall be no 
such sheriff or clerk of the circuit court, then to the clerk of the beard of 
supervisors in each county therein. 
Src. 4. The secretary of state shall cause a copy of each notice issued 
by him and of each proclamation of the governor to be published in a pa- 
per printed at the seat of government, once in each week from the date of 


such notice or proclamation until the election to which it shall refer. 


ARTICLE II. 


Sec. 5, When a special election shall be necessary in the case of an 
equality of votes, the board of canvassers having power to determine on 
the election of the officer omitted to be:chosen, shall without delay, direct 
and cause to be delivered to,the sheriff or clerk of the cireuit court, or in 
case there shall be no such sheriff or clerk of the circuit court, then to the 
clerk uf the-board of supervisors of each county in the district or of the 
county in which such election is to be held, a notice in writing, specifying 
the officers to be chosen, the time for which he is to be-chosen, and the day. 
on which such. election is to be held, which day shall not be less than 
twenty nor more than thirty days from the date of such notice. 
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Szc. 6. The iotice ofsuch an e'ection, if ordered by the board of state 
canvassers, shall be signed by the secretary of state, and if ordered by the 
county canvasser, by the c.erk of the board of supervisors. 

Sec. 7. The sheriff or clerk of the circuits court of each county who 
shall receive a notice of an election shall without delay, give notice in 
writing of such election to one of the inspectors of elections in each town, 
ward or precinct in his county, and shal] also cause a copy of the notice 
received by him, to be published in all of the pub'ic newspapers printed in 
his county if there be any, if not then in a paper printed in an adjoining 
county once in each week from the date of such notice until the election. 

Sec. 8. The inspector receiving such notice shall without delay, give 
notice in writing to the other inspectors of his town, ward or precinct and 
in such notice shall fix a time and place for a meeting of the board of in. 
spectors. The inspectors of such town, ward or precinct shall meet at the 
time and place so appointed, and shall, by notices in writing under their 
hands or by a majority of them give at least eight days notice to the elec- 
tors of the town, ward or precinct, of the time and place at which such elec- 
tion is to be held therein. 

Sec. 9. Such notice shail also specify the officers to be chosen and the 
hour of opening, adjourning and closing the polls of the election. The no- 
tice, if of a general election shall also state whether any of the officers then 
to be chosea are to supply vacancies, and the names of those in whose of- 
fices such vacancy shall have occurred. The inspectors shall cause such ° 
notices to be posted in a conspicuous manner in at least five of the most 
` public places of their town, ward or precinct.

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S o'c'ock A. M. the inspectors shall give notiee at what hour on that day, 
and for how long the poll will be adjourned, if any adjournment take place, 
and also at wnat hour the poll of the election will be closed. Provided the 
poll at said electionshall not be c'osed finally before five o'clock in the a!- 
terneon of that day. 


ARTICLE IT. 


Src. 4. The electors shall vote by ballot, and each person offering to 
vote shall deliver his ballot to one of the inspectors in presence of the 
board. The ballot shall be a paper ticket, which shall contain written or 
„printed, or partly written and partly printed, the names of the persons for 
whom the elector intends te vote, and shall designate the office to which 
each person so named is intended by him to be chosen: but no ballot shall 
contain a greater number of names of personsas designated to any office 
than there are persons to be chosen at the election to fill such office. 

Szo0.5. On the outer side of each ballot when folded, shall appear 
written or printed one of the following words: state, congress, or county. 
but no ballot found in the proper box shall be rejected for want of such 
endorsement. 

Sec. 6. The ballot endorsed state shall contain the names of the per- 
sons designated by. the elector for the offices of governor lieutenant govern- 
er, secretary of state, state treasurer, attorney general, state superinten- 
dent, senator and member of assembly, any or either of them, That en- 
dorsed congress the name of the person designated for the office of repre- 
sentative in congress. That endorsed county, the countyofficers to be cho- 
sen at such election, any or either of them. 

Sec. 7. If at a general election, there be one or more vacancies tobe 
supplied in the office of senator, and at the same election a senator is to be 
elected for two years, it shall be necessary to designate on the ballot of 
each elector for which term the person voted for is intended, for whith 
term the persons respectively elected shall serve. And ifat a general elec- 
tion any person named in a congress ballot shall be intended to supply a 
vacancy in the office of such representative the ballot shall designate the 
congress for which each person is intended to be chosen. 

Sec. 8, If-any person offering to vote shall be challenged as unquali- 
fied, by an inspector of elections, or by any other person entitled to vote 
at the: same poll, the board: of inspectors shall declare to the person sọ chal- 
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1enged the qualifications of àn elector. Ifsuch pérson shall state himself 
duly qualified, and the challenge shall not be withdrawn, one of the inspec~ 
tors shall then tender to him to him the following oath? 

You do solexnnly swear (or affirm as the case may be,) that you area 
citizen of the United Siates of twenty one years of age, (or tbat you have 
declared your intention to become a citizen conformably to the laws of the 
United States on the subject of naturalization,) that you have resided in 
this state for one year next preceding this election, that you are now a re- 
sident of this town, (ward or precinct as the case may be,) and that you 
have not voted before at this election, or made any bet relative to, or de- 
pending upon the result of this election. 

Sec. 9. If auy person so offering to vote, shall take such oath, his vote 
shall be received, unless it shall be proved by evidence satisfactory toa 
majority of the board of inspectors, that such person does not possess the 
qualification of an elector, andif any person so challenged shall refuse to 
take the oath so tendered to him, his vote shall be rejected. 

See. 10. If the person be chal’enged as convicted of an imfamous 
crime he shall not be required to answer any questions in relation to such 
a leged conviction, nor shall any proof of such conviction be received other 
than a duly authenticated record thereof: but if any person so convicted 
shal] vote at any election unless he shall have been pardoned and restored 
to all the rights of a citizen, he shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and on conviction shall be imprisoned in a county jail forthe term of six 
months. 


ARTICLE IIF., 


Src. 11. At each general election the board of inspectors shall provide 
and keep two boxes one to be entitled the state box, the other the county 
box. If representatives in congress are to be chosen, an additional box shal! 
be kept, to be entitled the congress box and if electors of president and vice 
president are to be chosen an additional box shall be kept to be entitled 
the electoral box. 

Sec. 12. Ata special election so many only of such boxes shall be 
kept as shall be necessary for depositing the ballots for officers to be cho- 
sen at such e’ection. Each box shall be provided with a sufficient lock, 
and shall be locked before the opening of the poll, and the keys thereof de- 
tivered to one of the inspectors to be appointed by the board, ani shall not 
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be opened during the election except in the manner and for the purposes

Sev. 13. An opening shall be mai in the lid ofeach box, not larger 
than shall be sufficient fora single closed ballot to be inserted therein at 
one time through which each ballot received proper to be placed in suck 
box shall be inserted. 

Sxe. 14. When the board shall have finally received the ballot of an — 
elector one or the inspectors without opening the same or permitting it to 
be opened or examined. shall deposit inthe box corresponding in title with 
the endorsement on the ballot. 

See 15. Each clerk of the po'l shall keepa poll list which shall con- 
tain one column headed names of voters. andso many additional co'umus ° 
as there are boxes kept at the election. the heading of each additional co- 
lumn shal] correspond with the name of one of the Loxes kept. 

sec 16, The name of each elector votin:, shall be entered by each 
clerk in the column of his poll list headed names of voters and opposite 
such names shall be written the figure one in each remaining column of 
such poll list corresponding in its heading withthe name of each box, in 
which a ballot of the elector shall have been deposited. 

Sec. 17. If there shall be an adjournment of the poll the clerks shall 
in the presence of the inspectors compare their respective poll lists. com- 
pute and set down the number of the votesin each column and correct all 
mistakes that may be discovered according to the decision of the board, 
until such yoll lists shall agree inall respects. Two of the boxes shall 
then be opened anda poll list shall be placed in each. such boxes shall then be 
again locked and the seal of one or more ofthe inspectors shall be so plac- 
ed on each box as to entirely cover the opening inthe lid of each. The 
keys shall then be delivered to one of the inspectors, and the boxes to anoth- 
er to be designated by the board, to be kept carefully by each until the polt 
i$ re-opened. 

Src. 18. At the re-opening of the polls the seals shall be broken. the 
boxes opened, the poll tists taken out and the boxes again loeked. 

Sec, 19, Itshall be the duty of éach inspector to challenge e. ery per- 
son offering to vote whom he shall know or suspect not to be duly qualified 
as an elector. i 

Src. 20, The board of inspectors shall possess full power and authori- 


ty to maintain regularity and order, and to. enforce obedience: to. their lav-

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fal commands during an election and during the canvass and estimate of 
the votes, after the closing of the poll. And if any person shal! refuse to 
abey such commands of the inspectors or by disorderly conduct in their 
presence or hearing sha!! interrupt or disturb their proceedings they may 
‘by an order in writing commit the person so offending to the common jail 
of the county for a period not exceeding ten days. 

Sec, 21. Such order shall be executed by any sheriff or constable to 
whom thesame may be delivered, or if none sha | be present, by any other 
person deputed by such board in writing. — a 


ARTICLE IV. 


S`. 22. As soon as the poll of an election shill have been finally 

. closeu the board of inspectors sha'l immediately proceed to canvass the 

votes given at such election. The canvass shall be public and continued 
without adjournment until fully completed. 

Sze. 23. The canvass shall be commenced by a comparison of the po.l 
lists from the commencement and-correction of any mistakes that may be 
therein until both shall be made to agree. Each box shall then be opened 
and the ballots contained therein shall be taken out and counted, un-o pened 
except as far as snall be necessary to ascertain that each ballot is single, 
and if two ar more ballots shall be found so folded together as to present 
the appearance of a single bal'ot they shall be laid by until the counting of 
ballots in the box where they are found shall be completed, and if on com- 
-parison of said count and the appearance of said ballots, the majority of 
‘the board shall -be of the opinion that said ballots were voted by .one-e ec-

Sze. 24. No ballot properly endorsed found ina box different from 
that designated-by its endorsement sha 1 be rejected, but shall be counted in 
the same manner asif found in the box designated by such endorsement.

-number of votes in the correspondent columns of the poll lists, they shall 
‘be placed in the box and one of the inspectors shall publicly draw out and 
destroy unopened so many ballots as shall be equal to such excess, the bal- 
lots and numbers on the pol’ list agreeing or being made to agree the 
board shall then .proeeed to canvass and estimate the votes. 

Src. 26. After the yotes haye:been counted and returned to the box 
` one of the inspectars shall take them out singly open the same and hand it

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to another of the inspectors who shall read the same distinct and plain, ang 
the clerk shall keep correct lists of all such bal!ots as they are thus can- 
vassed, the ballots thus counted shall be preserved and returned to the box 
from which they were counted. 

Src. 27. The canvass being completed a statement of the resu't shall 
be drawn up in writing by the inspectors which they shall certify to be cor- 
rect, and subscribe with their proper names such statement shall contain 
in words written at full length the whole number of votes given for each 
office at such election, the names of the persons for whom such votes were 
given and the number of votes so given, and the number of votes so given 
to each person, which statement shall be securely enveloped in paper and 
sealed closely. 

Src. 28. The boaid of inspectors sha'} deliver the statement so certi- 
fied, subscribed and sealed to such one of the inspectors as shall be appoint- 
ed by the board to deliver the same to the clerk of the board of supervisors 
of the county. A duplicate of such statement shall also be signed by the 
inspectors at the same time, and sha'l be immediately delivered to the town 
c'erk (or to the clerk of any incorporated city or village as the case may 
be) to be filed and preserved by him. 

Sec. 29. The ba’lots, excepting such ballots as shall have been re- 
jected by the inspectors as defective shall then be destroyed, and the board 
of inspectors shall be dissolved. Tt shal] be the duty of the inspectors of 
elections to preserve a true copy ofa'l ballots rejected as defective with the 
originals attached and deliver the same together with the poll list to the 
town clerk (or clerk ofany city or vi lage as the case may be) to be filed 
in his office.

Sec. 1. The inspectors in each county to whom the original state- 
ments of the canvass of votes in the several towns wards or precinets to 
which they respectively belong shall have been delivered, shall deliver the 
same with the envelops and seals unbroken, to the clerk of the board of su- 
pervisors of their respective counties within ten days from the day on 
which any: such election shal! be held. 

Sec. 2. On the eleventh or twelfth day after the close of any such:

and estimate the votes of the county and shall make such statements there- 
of as the nature of the election shall require. 

Sze. 3. They shall make a seperate statement containing the whole 
number of votes given in such county for the office of governor. lieutenant 
governor, senator, member of assembly, representative in congress. secreta- 
ry of state, treasurer, attorney general and state superintendent any or ei- 
ther of them according to the facts set forth in said returns. the names or 
the persons to whom such votes were given, and the number of votes giv- 
endo each, and for what office said persons received such votes, And anoth- 
er similar statement of the votes for electors of president and vice presi- 
dent in such statements the whole number of votes given. the names of the 
candidates and the number of votes given to each shall be written out in 
words at full length. 

Sxc. 4, Each statement shall be certiued as correct, and attested by 
the signatures of the c erk of the boaid of supervisors and said two justi. c> 
and filed in the office of said clerk. 

See. 5. Upon the statements of votes given for county officers and 
members of assembly, the said clerk ani justices shall proceed to determine 
wi at person or persons have, by the greatest number of votes been duly 
erected to each of the offices mentionel in such statement. And it shall 
be the duty of the said c erk to make out immediately a certificate ofelec- 
tion to each of the persons having the greatest number of votes for mem- 
bers of assembly and county oilicers respectively and deliver such certiii- 
cates to each person on bis makinz application therefor. 

Sec. 6. Thatin case the clerk of any board of supervisors shall die, 
re nove from the county, be absent, or otherwise incapacitated to per.orm 
the duties herein required, the clerks of the circuit court (and in case there 
shall be no such clerx of the circuit court, then the said board of supervi- 
sors shall appoint their clerk who shall hold his office until another is duly 
elected and qualit'el,) who shall perform the duties herein specified in such 
county, and his acts shal. be in a1 réspects as valid and binding as though 
they had been performed by a clerk of the board of supervisors, he sha'l be 

subject to the same liabilities and penalties for any violations of this act. 

Sec. 7. The clerk of the board of suye-visors shal: record in his office 
all the statements and certificates that shall have Leen made out by him 
and such justices as hereinkefore specified, and shall keep a proper book for 
that purpcse. 
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.  Snxe. 8. Of the statement and certificate of the votes for the office of 
governor. lieutenant governor, representatives in congress, senators. secre- 
tary of state, treasurer, attorney general, and state superintendent, or ei- 
ther of them, he shall prepare three certified copies under his signature and 
sealed with the seal of his office, af these copies he shal] send by mail, one 
to the governor, one to the secretary of state, and one to the treasurer of 
state within fifteen days after any general or special election. 

Szc. 9, He shall transmit to the secretary of state within thirly days 
after any election a list of the persons elected in the county as members of 
assembly, and also a listof the names of the persons declared at such can- 
vass to be elected sheriff clerk of the circuit courts, clerk of the board of 
Supervisors and coronor 

Sec. 10. It shall be the duty of the secretary of state to record in his 
office in a book to be kept by him for that purpose, each certified state- 
ment of the result of au election received by him from a clerk of a board of 
supervisors. and to obtain trom tue governor and treasurer every such cer- 
tfied statement received by either of them, and to record one of those so 
obtained for each county iom which no similar statement shall have been 
received by himself. 

Sec. 11, If from any county from which such statement shall be due 
none shall have been received or obtained by him, within thirty days after 
any election, he shall despatch a special messenger to obtain such state- 
ment trom the clerk of the board of supervisors of such county, and such 
clerk shall immediately on demand of such messenger made at his office 
make out and de iver to the messenger the statements required. said mes- 
senger shall deliver to the secretary of stateas soon as may be ai! such staie- 
ments ashe shal] receive to be fi ed and recorded as aforesaid. 

Sec. 12. The secretary of state shall appoint a meeting of the state 
canvassers to be held at his office or that of the treasurer on or before the 
fifteenth day of December next after any general e.cetion and within ioriy 
days aftera special election. Ifa majority of said canvassers shall fail to 
attend on the day appointed, a minority may adjourn from day to day until 
a ma,ority shall be present. 

Sre. 13. The secretary of state, treasurer and attorney general, shall 
be the state canvassers, a majority of whoa shall be sufficient to form a 
board. The board when thus formed, shall upon the certified statements of 
electors. recorded in the ofiice of the secieiary of siate or received by him, 
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"proeved to make a statement of the whole number of Votes giver at any 
such election for the office of governor and lieutenant governor. secretary 
of state, treasurer, attorney general and state superintendent, or either of 
them: another statement of the votes given for the office of senators, 
and another of the votes given for representatives in congress; each of 
which statements shall show the names of the persons to whom such 
votes shall have been given for either of the said offices, and the who'é 
number of votes given to each. distinguishing the several districts and 
counties in which they were given. They shall certify such statements 
to be'correct, and subscribe the same with their proper names. The board 
Shall have powerto adjourn from day to day fora term not excteding three 
days. 

Sec. 14. Upon such statements they shall then proceed to determine 
and declare what persons have been by the greatset number of votes, duly 
elected to such offices or either of them, they shall make and subscribe on 
the proper statements a certificate of such determination and shall deliver 
the same to the secretary of state. 

Suc. 15. He shall record in his ofice in a book to be kept By him far 

„that purpose, each certified statement and determination which shall be de- 
livered to him by the board of state canvassers, and shall without delay 
deliver a copy under the seal of his office of such certified det ermination to 
each person thereby declared to be elected, and a like copy to the governor 
and shall likewise cause a copy of such certified statements and déterm:- 
nations to be printed in a paper printed at the seat of government of the 
state and in one of the papers printed in each senate district for whick a 
senator shall have been chosen. 

Sec. 16. He shall prepare a certificate under the’seal of his office and 
attested by him as secretary of state addressed to the house of representa- 
tives of the United States. in that congress for which any person or persons 
shall have been chosen, of the due election of the petson or persons so 
chosen at such election as representatives of this state in congress. and shai!

The chief clerk of the senate shall then proceed to call the 
rol! of the members of the senate, and as each senators name is called if he 
be present *.e shall rise and vote viva vcce for such person as he shal! select 
for the office of senator. The chief clerk of the assembly shall then pro- 
ceéd to call the roll of the members of the assembly and each shall rise and 
vote as aforesaid. And the clerks shall keep a true list of all such votes 
and the names of all persons so voted for for senator, and the number of 
votes each peron shall rece ve. 

Sec. 4. Each presiding officer shall then announce the vote of their 
respective houses, and the person having a majority of all thevotes so cast 
shall be declared by the president of the senate to be du y eiected senator to 
represent this state in the congress of the United States. 

Szc. 5. The presiding officers of the convention shall immediately 
cause a statement to be made, stating the‘names of the persons voted fer as 
senators. and the number of votes each of said persons received for said 
office, and attach thereto a certificate of the correctsess of the same and 
shall subscribé thereto their own proper names, which statement ard eerti- 
ficate shall be delivered to thé seerétary of state to be by him recorded . n 
the book to be kept for that purpose. 
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Sxe. 6. The secretary of state shall within ten cays thereafter prepare 
& certificate under the seal of this state, and attested by hit as secretary 
thereof, addressed to the person elected such senator, of his due election as 
a senator in cengress, and shal] prepare a certificate under the seal and at- 
testation aforesaid addressed to the president of the United States of the 
due election of such person as a senator in congress from this state, and 
another addressed to the secretary of state of the United States which 
said certificate shall be sealed and sent by mail to the person to whom they 
are addressed.

Sec. 12, Every person offending agaiast the provisions of the last pre- 
ceding sections shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, punishable by 
fine not exceeding two hundred and fifty dollars or by imprisonment not 
exceeding six months. 

See. 13. Immediately after the passage of this act the secretary of 
state shall prepare suitable forms to be used by the inspectors in con- 
ducting, elections and making returns, and cause the same to be trans- 
mitted together with a copy of this act printed in pamphlet form to every 
town clerk in the state, also forty copies to the clerks of the boards of 
commissioners of those counties under the commissioner system of. gov- 
ernment, and twenty copies te the clerks of the board of supervisors of ev- 
ery county in the state. 

Sze. 14, The words supervisors and clerks of the board of supervi- 
sors shall so far as applicable be construed to apply to the board of county 
commissioners and clerks of the boards of county commissioners in those 
counties under the county commissioner system of government. 

Sec. 16. All acts and parts ofacts contravening the provisions of this 
act are hereby repealed.

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AN ACT relating to Stationary. 


The people of the State of Wisconsin represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows : 


Sxerr6% 1. No stationary shall hereafter be purchased for the use of 
any member of the legislature of this state but in lieu thereof the sum of 
five dollars ishereby annully appropriated to each member of the legisla- 
ture to be expended for such articles of stationary for their use during the 
sitting of the legislature as each of them may think proper. 

Sec. 2. The sum of twenty-five dollars is hereby annually appropri- 
ated'to each of the chief clerks of the senate and assembly for the purchase 
of stationary for the use of theif respective oflices and no further al’owance 
skall be made for stationary for those ofiicers unless the same sha’! be es- 
peeially ordered by a vote of their respective Houses. 

Sx. 3. The governor of this state is hereby authorized to contract in 
the manner provided for in the constitution for such books and stationary 
for the use of the state and state officers as he may think proper.

AN ACT to amend an act entitled « An act to prescribe Town- 
ship and County Government,” approved February 18th, 


1841. 


The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows : 


CHAPTER 1. 


OF ANNUAL AND SPECIAL TOWN MEETINGS. 
Sccrron 1. The electors of the several towns in this state galified by 
law to vote for elective officers. shail annually assemble and hold town 
meetings in their respective towns, on the first Tuesday iu April in each 
year at such place in such town as the electors thereof at their annual 
town meeting shall from time to time appoint which meetings shall be 
opened between the hours of nine and eleven o`clock A, M. ard kept open 
until five o'clock P. M. and the first eelection under this act shall be hol- 
den at the places prescribed by law. 
Sec. 2. There shall be chosen at the annual town meetings in each 
town, three supervisors one of whom shall be designated on the ballots 
as chairman. one town clerk, one assessor, one treasurer, one superintend- 
ent of common schools, and from one to three constabies, as the town 
may direct and as many overseers of highways as there may be road dis- 
tricts in said town. 
Sec. 3. The electors of each town may have power at thei annual 
town meetings, 
* Ist, To elect such town officers as may be required to be chosen. 

2d, To raise such sums of money for the support of schools, for the con- 
lingent expenses of such towns, for roads and bridges, and for the support of 
the poor for the ensuing year as they may deem necessary. 

3d, To direct the institution or defence oi suits at law or in equity in 
all controversies between such town and corporation, individuals or, other 
towns and to raise money for the prosecution er defence of such suits. 


Ath, Totake measures and give directions for the exercise of their cor- 
porata nopars 
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Sth, To make from time to time such prudential rules and regulations as 
they may think proper for the better improvement of all lands owned by 
such town in its corporate capacity whether commons or otherwise. 

Gth, To make the like rules and regulations for. ascertaining the suffi- 
ciency of all fences in such town, for determining the time and manner in 
which catt e, horses, sheep or swine shall be permiried to run on highways, 

“and for impounding cattle. 

7th. To impose such penalties on persons offending against any rule or 
regulation of such town, except such as relate to the keeping and main- 
taining fences as they may think proper, not exceeding ten dollars for each 
offence. 

8th, To apply such pena ties when recovered to ihe support of cummon 
schools in said town. 

Sec. 4. No previous notice need be given for annual town meetings. 
but the town clerk shall at least eight days before the holding of any spc- 
cial town meetings, cause notice thereof under his hant to be posted up at 
three or more of the most public places in the town. which notice shall 
specify the time, place and purpose of such meeting. 

Src. 5. Every order or direction, and all rules and regulations made 
by any town meeting shall rem.in in force until the same be altered or re- 
pealed at some subsequent meeting. 

Sse. 6. No civil process sha'l be served except in cases of attach- 
ment of personal property in such town on any eiector entitled to vote 
therein ou any day on which such town meeting sha'l be held. And if 
any such process be made returnable on such day it shall be continued to 
some subsequent day. 

Szc. 7. There sha'l be elected at the first annnal town meeting four 
justices of the peace, two of which to be determined by lot, shall go out of 
office at the erd of one year, and thereafter two justices may be elected an- 
nually to ho'd' their offices for the term of two years.

ist, To sue and be sued in the manner prescribed by law.

Sr ~ 2. No town shall possess or exercise any corporate powers ex- 
cept/such as are enumerated in this chapter, or be specially conferred on 
them by law. 

Src. 3. All acts or proceedings by or against a town in its corporate 
capacity shall be in the name of such town, but every conveyance of land 
within the limits of such town. made in any manner for the use or benefit 
of its inhabitants shall have the same effect as if made to the town by 
name. 

Sec. 4. Wheua tow n possessed of or entitled to money, rights and ere- 
dits, or other persona’ estate sha’ be divided or altered, such personal es- 
tate including monies be'onging te the towns in the handsof town officers 
shall be apportioned between the towns interested therein, by the supervisors 
of such towns (who shall mest for that purpose as soon as may be after the 
first town meeting subsequently held in such towns) which division shall 
be made equitable according to the respective interests of such town or 
towns. N 

Ser. 5. Whenever a meeting of the supervisors of two or more towns 
shall be required, in order to carry into effect the provisions of the prece, 
ding section such meeting shall be called by either of said supervisors but 
the supervisors ca ling the same shall give at least six days n tic e in writ- 
ing to all the other supervisors of the time and p ace at which such meet- 
ing is to be held. 

Sec. 6. Debts owing by a town so divided or altered shal! be appor- 
tioned in the same manner as the personal property of such town and such 
town shall thereafter be charged with its share of such debts according to 
apportionment. 
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CHAPTER IIL 
OF THE MODE OF CONDULTING TOWN MEETINGS. 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the chairman of the board of su- 
pervisors, to act as moderator of town meetings, but if from sickness or 
any other eause the charman shal! not be present at such meeting, it shal! 
be the duty of some one of the other supervisors to act as moderator fo" 
the time being, if no one of the supervisors shal. be present then the voters 
present may e ect a moderator for such meeting. 

Sec, 2. If the town clerk be present, he sha’! act as the clerk of the 
town meeting and shall keep faithful minutes of the proceedings, in which 
he shall enter at length every order or direction and all rules or regulations 
made by such meetings.

Src. 3. If any person offering to vote at any election, and upon any 
question arising at such town meeting aud whose right of voting shall be 
challenged by any elector, it shall be the duty of the presiding officer Le- 
fore receiving such vote, to administer to such person claiming the right of 
voting, the oath prescribed by law, and no person whcse vote shall be so 
received, shali be aguin challenged upon any other question arising at the 
same town meeting.

Before the bal ots are opened they shail be counted and com- 
pared with the names upon the list of voters, and if the bal ots shall be 
found to exceed in numbers the whole number of votes in the correspon- 
Jent columns of the poal lists, they shal be placed in the box, and one ef 
the inspectors sha] publicly draw out and destroy wnopened as many bal- 
lots as shall be equa to ‘such excess, the ballots snd numbers on the po:l 
lists agreeing or being made to agree, the board shall then proceed to can- 
vass and estimate the votes. 

Sec. 7. The canvass being completed, a statement of the result shall 
ve entered at length by the clerk of the meeting in the minutes of its pro- 
ceedings, to be kept by him as before required, which shall be publicly 
read by him to the meeting; and such reuding shall be deemed notice of 
‘he result of such election to every person whose name sha.l appear upon 
he poll list as a voter.

That the town clerk ofeach town in this state shall Lave 
fhe custody of all records, books and papers of the town, and he shall duly 
file all certificates of oaths, and other papers required by law to be filed ın 
his office.

Section 1. The assessor in each town shall onee in each year, betv een 
the first day of May and the first day of June make out an assessment roll 
of all the taxable persons and property in their towns inthe manner here:

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Sec. 2. Fhe assessor of cach town according tothe best evidence he 
may have or can obtain by enquiring pergonally of the owner or accupant 
of any estate real or personal to be taxed, shall make outa true list of all 
the estate, real and personal not exempted from taxation within their towns 
respectively and shall appraise the s:me at its true cash value. 

Sec. 3. He sh.ll prepare an a:sessment rol in which he shall set 
down in separate columns and according to the best information in his 
power, 

Ist, The names of all taxable inhabitants of his town. 

3d, A correct description of the lands or lots subject to taxation. 
3d, The number of acres and parts of acres. 

4th, The value of such-lands and ail the improvements thereon, and, 
Sth, The amount of all personal property subject to taxation. 

Sec. 4. The assessors shall ec mplete their assessment ro ls in their 
respective towns on or before the first day of June in each year and shall 
then forthwith caase notice tLereof to be posted up at three or more public

CHAPTER x. 
DUTIES UF THE TOWN SUPERINTENDANT OF COMMON SCHOOLS. 


It shal! be the duty of the -> iperintendant of common 
schools to examine a | teachers and to visit all the schools in his towa at 
least once in each gnarter. It shail be his duty in visiting such schools 
to examine into the condition of such school both as respects the progress 
of the scholars in learning and good order and to give his advice and di- 
rection to the trustees and teacher as to the government of such school and 
the books to be used, and the course of studies to be pursued therein. 

Sce. 2. In the examination of the teacher it shali be the duty of the 
superintendant to ascertain the qualification of the candidate as to moral 
character, learning and ability and if on examination of suc}. c indidates the 
superintendent be satisfied that the candidate possesses the required quali- 
fications he shall give such candidate a certificate of apy: vbation. 

Sze. 3 The said superintendant shall have the peower ¿t any time to 
re-examine each and every tea her in his town for the purpose of ascer- 
taining his, her or their qualifications to contiuue as such teacher and on 
such re-examination the superintendant may ananlor revoke any certfi- 
cate given by him or his predecessor, giving the iustees of such Cistricy 
five days notice thereef. 

Sec. 4, The superintendant of common schools shall in a:l cases be 
under the contro! and direction of the state superintendant of public im 
struction and shall whenever called on by the state superintendant give 
any information in his possession relating to the several schools in his 
town. 

Sto. 5, In case ofa vacancy in the office of the superintendant of com. 
mon schools from any cause whatever, the town clerk sha l act as euch su- 
perintendant and do and perform ai the duties required by law of the said 
superintendant.

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CHAPTER XI. 


RELATING -TO THE DUTIES OF TOWN TREASURER, 

Sgeriow 1. The town treasurer shall within ten days after notice of his 
election and before he enters upon the duties of his office, file with the 
town clerk his bond to the supervisors of such town with one or more suf- 
ficent sureties to be approved by said supervisors in the penal sum of dou- 
ble the amount of the sums voted to be raised at the town meeting at 
which he was elected. And shall also before he shall receive the tax list 
and warrant annexed make and execute to the supervisors aforesaid a bond 
with good and sufficient sureties in double the amount of the county and 
state taxes fo be collected in his town both of said bonds conditioned for 
the faithful discharge of his duties both as treasurer of such town and as 
collector of the assessments in said town. And shal! also take and sub- 
scribe before such clerk an oath to support the constitution of the United 
States and constitution of the state of Wisconsin and faithful y to discharge 
the duties pertaining to his office as prescribed by law according to the 
best of his ability, which oath shall be filed by said clerk together with 
saul bond. ` 

Nec. 2. Upon receipt of the assessment roll for the current year with 
the tax list and warrant annexed, the treasurer shall forthwith post up 
uotices in three or more public places in such town that the taxes levied 
in such town are placed in his hands for collection, and that the taxes 
charled therein are sub ect to payment at his office, or tender of the same 
at any time previous to the 14th day of November in such year. 

Src. 3. On all taxes so paid or tendered at the office of such treasurer 
previous to said 15th day of November. it shall be lawful for the treaswer 
ta demand and receive from the person so paying one per centum for his 
Tees. 

The said treasurer shall after the said 15th ay of November 
proceed to collect all taxes charged in such assessment and remaining uz-

ed or claimed, and the balance of the tax charged thereon shall be a Hen 
only on the balance of sueh tract or lot of land. - - 

.Szo. 6. In case of refusal or neglect to pay such tax or any part there- 
of on démand as provided in section 4 it shall be lawful for said treasurer 
to levy the same by distress of the goods and chattels of the person charged 
therewith. 

Sze. 7. The treasurer shall give publie notice by posting in three or 
more public places in such town of the time and place of such sale con- 
taining a description of such property, which notice shall be posted up at 
least six days previous to the day of sale, which sale shall Le by public 
auction. 

Szoc. 8. It shall be lawful fer said treasurer to deduct from the pro- 
eceds of such sale the amount of tax charged and for which sale was made 
together with ten per centum on the amount so charged and fifty cents for 
advertising. 

Sec. 9. If the property destrained shall be sold for more than the 
amount of taxes and costs of sale the surplus shall be returned to the per- 
son trom whom the property was taken, on demand. 

Sec. 10. If no goods er chattels can be found out of which to make 
the taxes charged upon any lands or town lots or if suifcient goods and - 
ehattels.cannot be found, the said treasurer shall on or belore the 15th day 
of January then next, return his transcript rol together with his doings 
thereon to the town clerk's office, said 1eturns shall speeily, 

Ast, The amount of all taxes by birn so collected. 
2d, The description of all lands in which the taxes are unpaid and the 
name of the owner thereof if known. 

3d, He shall file in the town c.erk’s office a verification under oath that 
he has made diligent enquiry in his town as the law requires but has 
not been able to find goods and chattels liable to be takea for the payment 
ef taxes so returned or any part thereof, sufficient to cancel the same. 

Sse, 11. When any treasurer discovers that any tract of land or town 
let haye been assessed more than ance for the same year he shall demand, 
aniy the taxes really due and shall'return the balance as an illegal assess- 
mept and shall describe the same to the town c erk, and if the same shall 
be correctly returned it shall be so certified by the clerk and credited te the, 
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treaaurér. anù when any treasurer shall discover any fands not entered 
in his assessment rolf and sabject to taxation he shall enter the game and 
coilect the tax on the sarne and in the same manner ag other taxes but shall 
in no case tax such lands higher than similar adjoining lands. 

Sev. 12. if any individual shall be injured by the false return of any 
treasurer made to ati? precept under the provisions of this act or other ille- 
gal or fraudu ent act of such treasurer in the collection cf taxes, such mdi- 
vidual upon suit to brought against such treasurer and his secunties upon 
their bond for his use shall recover double damages and full costs and 
charges. 

Src. 13. The treasurer shall in the collection of taxes for town taxes 
take such town orders drawn by the supervisors as may le nresented and

Src. 14. On or before the 25th day of January in each yearit shall be 
the duty of the treasurer of every town to pay over the amount of all taxes 
by him co lected for county and state purposes to the county treasurer. 
and if the said treasurer shall fail to pay over to the conniy treasurer any 
money by him collected for county or state purposes for rnore than two 
weeks after the said 25th day of January annually the county treasurer 
may sue for and co} ect the same upon the bond of the said town treaaurer 
with twenty per centum damages, besides costs of suit. 

Saxe. 15. If any treasurer shall fail to return the precept and duplicate 
to the clerk or shail fail to account for and make payment of the sums

An annua! meeting of the board of county supervisors of each 
county shall be holden on the first Tuesday of October at the county seat,

The board of supervisors in each county in this state shall 
have power, 

ist, To have a common seal andalter the same at p'easure; ° 

2d, To ‘make such orcezs concerning the corporate property of the 
l county as they may deem expedient; 

3d, To examine, settle and allpw all accounts chargeable against sucls 
county and to direct the raising of sums of money as muy be necessary te 
defray the same; 

- Ath, To build and keep in repair county buildings and to raise money fer 
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thé samé: Provided it shall be concurred in by a vote of two-thirds of the 
members present; 

5th, To set off, organize and change the boundaries of towns in their 
respective counties ; 

6th, To lay out, alter, or discontinue roads in their respective counties 
and to appoint commissioners to co-operate with commissioners from oth- 
er counties when roads pass through more than one county; and 

7th, To perform al the duties that may be required of them by any 
law ot this state. 

The following legistative powers are hereby conferred on the boards of 
supervisors subject to the control of the legislature of this state: 

lst, To alter, vacate, or discontinue territorial or state roads; 

2d, to authorize the levying and collecting taxes for specific purposes. in 
any town or school district when the same powers are not conferred by the 
legislature on such towns or school districts; 

3d, To transact such turther local legislation which may be deemed ben- 
eficiel to the county or any town therein, the effect of which shall not extend 
beyond the limits of their respective counties. Nothing herein contained 
shall be construed to confer on the boards of supervisors any power to 
grant any corporate privileges to any person or persons whatever. 

Sic. 4. The board of supervisors shall set with open doors; and all 
persons conducting in an orderly manner may attend their meetings. It 
shall be the duty of the several boards of county supervisors to furnish the 
assessors of the several towns of their counties, respeetively, suitable and 
convenient blank books for the assessment rolls of said towns. 

Szc. 5. They shall at each annual meeting choose one of their num- 
ber as chairman, who shall preside at such meeting, and at all other meet- 
ings held by such board during the year. In case of his absence at any 
meeting, the members present shall choose one of their number as a tem- 
porary chairman, 

Sze. 6. Every chairman shall have power to administer an oath or 
affirmation to any person concerning any matter submitted to the board or 
connected with their powers or duties. 

Sze. 7. In case of the inability, by sickness or otherwise of any chair“ 
man of the town board of sapervisors to attend a meeting of the county 
board. such chairman may appoint in writing one of his associate town l 
supervisors to actin his stead. 
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_ Sse. 8. Each member of the board of county supervigors shall be al- 
lowed two dollars per day for each days actual attendance upon the ses- 
sion of the board and six cents per mile travel going to and returning from 
the place of meeting.

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AN ACT in relation to Pablic Schcols. 


The people of the State ot Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. Whenever the supervisors of any town shall fora school 
district therein it shail be the duty of the clerk of such board to deliver to 
a taxable inhabitant of such district a notice in writing of the formation 

» of such district describing its boundaries and specifying the time and 
pace ofthe first meeting, which notice with the fact of its delivery shall 
be entered upon record by the c erk.. 

Sec. 2, The said clerk shall also direct such inhabitant to notify ev- 
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ery qualified vote: of said district either personally or by leaving a written 
notice at his place of residence of the time and place of said meeting, at 
least five days before the time appointed therefor; and it shall be the duty 
of such inhabitant to notify the qualified voters of said distri¢t accordingly. 

Sre. 3. The said inhabitant when he shall have notified the qualified 
voters as required in said notice, shall endorse thereon a return showing 
such notification with the date or dates thereof, and deliver such notice and 
return to the chairman of the meeting 

Sec. 4. The chairman shall de iver such notice and return to the di- 
rector chosen at such meeting, who shal record the same in a book to be 
provided by him at the expense of the district as a part of the records of 
such district. 

Sec. 5. The qua‘ifed voters of such district when assembled pursuant 
to said previous notice. and also at each annual meeting shall choose a 
moderator, director and treasurer who shali within ten days after such 
meeting severally file with the director a written acceptance of thé offices 
to which they shall have been respecta ely elected, which shall be record- 
ed by the director. 

Sec. ú. Every such school district shall be deemed duly organized 
when any two of the oificers elected at the first mecting shall have filed 
their acceptance as aforesaid. 

Sec. 7. In case the inhabitants of any district shall fail to organize the 
same in pursuance of such notice as aforesaid the said clerk shall give a 
new notice in the manner hereinbefore provided, and the same proceedings 
shall be had thereon as if no previous notice had been delivered. 

Src. 8. Every schoo district organized in pursuance of this chapter 
or which has been organized and continued under any previous law of the 
state of Wisconsin, shal! be a body corporate and shall possess the usual 
powers of a corporation for public purposes by the name and stye of 
school number (such number as shallbe designated in the formation there- 
of by the supervisors) of (name of the township or townships in which 
the district is situated) and in that name shall be capable of suing and be- 
ing sued, and of ho ding such real and personal estate as is authorized to 
be purehased by the provisions of this chapter and of selling the same. 

Sxc. Y9, The record made by the director as required in the fourth

Src. 10. Every school district shall in all cases be considered as be- 
ing lega'ly organized when it shall have exercised the franchises and privi- 
leges of a district for the term of two years. 


DISTRICT MEETINGS. 


Sec. 11. The annual meeting of each school district shall be held on 
the last Monday of September in each year and the school year sha l com- 
mence on that day. The hour of meeting shall be six o'clock in the after- 
noon unless otherwise provided by the by-laws of the district. 

Src. 12, Special meetings may be called by the district board or by 
any one of them on the written request of any five legal voters of the dis- 
trict by giving the notice required in the next succeeding section, and in all 
notices of special meeting the object of the meeting shall be stated. 

Ss. 13. All notices of annual or special district meetings after the 
first meeting has been held as aforesaid, shal specify the day and hour and 
piace of meeting, and shall be given at least six days previous to such 
meeting by posting up copies thereof in three of the most public places in 
the district, and in case of any special meciting called for the purpose of es- 
tablishing or changing the site of a school house, such notice shall be giv- 
en at least ten days previous thereto. 

Sec. 14. No district meeting shall be deemed il’ egal for want of due 
notice, unless it shall appear that the omission to give such notice was wil- 
ful and fraudulent. 

Src. 15 Every male inhabitant of the age of twenty-one yéars resid- 
ing in the district and liable to pay a school district tax therein, shall be 
entitled to vote at any district: meeting. 

Sec, 16. If any person offering to vote at a school district meeting 
shall be challenged as unquallified by any legal voter in such district, the 

chairman presiding at such meeting, shall declare to the person challenged 
the qualifications of a voter, and if such person shall declare that he is a 
voter, and the challenge sha.l not be withdrawn, the said chairman sha l 
tender him an oath in substance as follows: You do swear (or affirm) that 
you are twenty-one years of age, that you are an actual resident of this 
scliool district and liable to pay a school district tax therein; and every 
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‘person taking such vath shall bë permitted to vote of ali questions pro 
posed at such meeting. 

Sec. 17. If any person shall refuse to take such éath his vote shall 
be re ected, and any person who shall wilfully take a false oath or affirma- 
tion under the provisions of the preceding section sha'l be deemed guilty of 
perjury. 

Sec. }8. When any question is taken in any other manner than by bal- 
lota cha lenge immediately after his vote has been taken sha l be deemed 
to be made when offermg to vote and treated in the same manner as afore- 
said. 

Sec. 19. The qualified voters of such school district when lawfully 
assembled shall have power to adjourn from time to time, as may be neces- 
sary; to designate a site for a school house a majority of all the legal voters 
present and to change the same by a vote of two thirds of all legal voters 
present at any rezular meeting. 

Sec 2, When no site can be established by such inhabitants as afore- 
said fhe supervisors of the town or towns in which the district is situated 
shall determine where such site shall be, and their determination shall be 
certified to the director of the district and shall be final, subject to altera- 
tion afterwards by the supervisors only. 

Suc. 21. The said qualified voters shall also have power at any such 
meeting to direct the purchasing or leasing of an appropriate site, and the 
bni'ding, hireing or purchasing of a school house and to impos. such tax 
as may be sufficient for the payment thereof subject to ne limitation con- 
tained in the succeeding section.

year for the purchase of globes, outline maps, or any apparatus for illus- 

f trating the principles of agriculture, chemistry or the mechanic arts, 

: Sec. 24. They may also determine at each annual meeting the length 
of time a school shall be taught in their district the ensuing year, which 
shall not be less than three months, and whether by male or female teacher, 
or bath. And whether the moneys appoitioned for the support of the 
school therein shall be applied to the summer or winter term, or a certain 
portion to each. 

Src. 25. In case any of the matters in the preceding section are not 
determined at the annual meeting, the district board shall have power and 
it shall be their duty to determine the same. 

Sec. 26 Said qualified voters may also at any regular meeting au- 
thorize and direct the sale of any school house, site, building, or any other 
property belonging to the district, when the same shall no longer be needed 
for the use of the district. - ‘ 

Sxc. %7. They may also give such direction and make such provis- 
ion as they shall deem necessary in relation to the prosecution or defence 
of any suit or proceeding in which the district may be a party or inter- 
ested. 


DISTRICT OFFICERS, THEIR POWERS AND DUTIES. 


Sec. 28. The officers of each school district shall be a moderator, di- 
rector and treasurer, who shall hold their respective offices until the annual 
meeting next following their election or appointment, and until their suc- 
cessors shall have been chosen and ..led their acceptance, but not beyond 
ten days after the time ofa second annual meeting after their election ar 
appointment without being again elected or appointed. 


MODERATOR. 


i Src. 29. The moderator shall hate power, and it shail be his duty te 
preside at all meetings of the district, to sign all warrants for the collec- 
tion of tax bil s after they shall have been prepared and signed by the di- 
rector and to countersign a.l orders upon the treasurer for Moneys to be 
disbursed by the district and a 1 warrants of the director upon the town- 
shipi treasurer for moneys raised for district purposes or apportioned to the 
district By the town clerk. But if thg moderator shail be absent from any 
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district meeting, the qualified voters may e’ect a suitable person to preside 
at the meeting. 

Sec. 30. If at any district meeting any person shall conduct, himself 
in a disorderly manner, and after notice from the person presiding, shall’ 
persist therein, the presiding officer may order him to withdraw from the 
meeting and on his refusal may order any constable or other person or per- 
sons, to take him into custody until the meeting shall be adjourned. 

Sce. 31. Any person who shall refuse to withdraw from such meet. 
ing on being so ordered, as provided in the preceding section, or who shall 
wilfully distuib such meeting, shall for every such ofience forfeit a sum not 
exceeding twenty do'lars to be recovered by the district in an action of 


debt, before any justice of the peace of the proper county. 


TREASURER. 


Sie 32. The treasurer stall pay over all moneys in his hands be- 
longing to the district on the w .:rant of the director. countersigned by the 
moderator and skall co leet a'l tax bil's for tuition and fuel, in obedience 
to the command contaire] inthe warrant annexed tiereto.

At the expiration of his warrant the treasurer shall make 
a return the:cof in writing with the tax bill attached, to the director stating 
the amount on said tax bill collected, the amount uncollected, and the names 
of the persons from whom collections have not been made. 

Sec. 36. The treasurer shell appear for and on behalf of the district 
in all suits brought by and against the same. When no other direction 
sha'l be given by the qualiied voiers in district meeting except in suits in 
which he is intesested adversely to the district, and ina 1 sach cases the di- 


rector shall appear for such district if no other direction be given as afore- 
said. 
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DIRECTOR. 


Sxe. 37." The director shall be the clerk of the district board and of 
all the district meetings when present, butif he shall not be present at any 
district meeting the qualified voters preseat may appoint aclerk of such 
meeting who shall certify the proceedings thereof to the director to be by 
him recorded. 

‘Sxe. 38. The director sh .I] record ali the proceedings of the district 
in a book to be kept for that purpose and prese-ve copies of all reports 
made to the superintendant, and safely to preserve and keep all books and 
papers belonging to his office. 

Sec. 39. By and with the advice and consent of the moderator and treas- 
urer or one of them, the director shall contract with and hire qualified 
teachers for and in the name of the district, which contract shali be in 
wriling and shall have the consent of either the moderator or treasurer or 
both endorsed thereon, and shall specify the wages per wet’ or month as 
agreed by the parties and a duplicate thereof shall be nled in his office.

DISTRICT BOARD. 

Sec. 47. The moderator, director and treasurer shall constitute the dis- 
trict board. 

Src. 48. Said board shall between the last Monday of September and 
the second Monday of October in each year make out and deliver to the 
supervisors of each town in which any pa:t of said distzict is situated a 
report in writing under thei hands, of all taxes which said board .is au- 
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thorided to impose, to be levied on the taxdble property within ‘the dis 
trict.

Sxc. 49. Said board shall exempt ftom the payment of school tax all 
such persons residing in their district as in their opinion ought to be ex- 
#mpted and shall certify such exemption to the director, and the children of 
such persons shall be admitted to the district schools free of charge durmg

Szc. 50, They sh.i purchase or lease such a site fora school house, 
as shall have been designated by the district in the corporate name thereof, 
and shall build, hire or purchase such scho. 1 house out of the fund provid- 
ed for that purpose. and make sale: f any site or cther property of the dis- 
trict when lawfully directed by the qnilihed voters of such district at an 
annual or specia meeting: Provided, that the cistrict board shall not in 
any case builda school house the cost of which shall exceed one hundred 


dollars, without first having obtained a title in fee for the same ora lease 
for ninety-nine years. : E 

i Sec. 51. The district board shall appiy anl pay over all school mo- 
neys belonging to the district in accordance with the aw, regulating the 

same as may be directed by the district. but ne school moneys apportioned 

to any district shall be appropriated to any other purpcse than the pay- 
ment of teachers wages, and no part thereof shall be paid to any teacher. 
who sha I not have received 2 certificate as required in this chapter before 

the commencement of his or her schoci. 

Sec. 52. The moderator and director shail require of the tre surer 
and the treasurer shail execute to the disiriet a bon] in double the amount 
of money to come into his hands as treasurer during the year (as near as 
the same can be ascertained) with two su ficient sureties, to be approved 
Ly the moderator and director. conditiune.l for the faithful application of 
all monies that sha l come into his hands by virtue of his ofiice. 

Sec. 53. Such bond shall be filed with the director, arid in case of any 
breach of the cozdition thereof, the director shal] cause a suitto be cor- 
menced thereon in the name of the district, and the money when collected 
shall be paid into the town treasury, for the use of the district, subject to 
the order of proper district officers, 

Szc. 54, Said board sha 1 present to the district at each annual meet- 
ing areport jn writing, containing an accurate statement of a'l moneys re- 
ceived by them: or any of them, during the preceding year, and of the dis- 
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buzsements made by them with the items of such receipts and dishurse- 
ments, 

Sec. 55. Such report shall also contain a statement of all taxes assess - 
ed upon the taxable property of the district during the preceding year; the 
purposes for which said taxes were assessed, and the amount assessed for 
each particular purpo-e, and said report shall be recorded by the director. 

Sec. 06. The sau disirici board sha!l have the care and custody of the. 
school house and o'her property of the dist:ivt, except so far asthe same 
shall be speciaily com ded to the custody of the duector, including all books 
purchased fðr the use u1 pupal» admitied to the schoo, free of charge. 

Se^. 57. The said board shall have power to fli by appointment any 
vacancy that shall occurin thur own number, and it shail be their duty to 
fill such vacancy within ten daysaiier it shall occur. 

Sgc. 58. If the treasurer shall jail to give bonds as is required by this 
chapter, or from sickness or any other cause shall be unable to attend to 
the duty of collecting any district tax bill, the said board sha‘| appoint an 
acting treasurer for that purpose, who shall possess all the powers of the 
district treasurer and shall before proceeding to the collec'ion thereof, giv 
bonds to the district in double the amount to be co lected, in the same man- 
ner and with the same effect as the district treasuier is required to give 
such bond.* 


TOWN BOARD OF SCHOOL INSPECTORS. 


Sec. 59, The supervisors shall divide the town into such nymber of

fown library. in connection with the superintendent of public instruction 
and make such rules for the regulation thereof as he may deem proper. 

Sec. 62. Whena new district is formed in whole or in part from one or 
tnore districts possessed of a school house or entitled to other property the 
supervisors at the tıme of forming such new district shall ascertain and 
determine the amount justly due to such new district from any district out 
of which it tray have been in whole or in part formed as the proportion of 
such new district of the value of the school house and other property be- 
longing to the former district at the time of such division. 

Sec. 63. Such proportion shall be ascertained and determined accord- 
ing to the value of the taxab e property of the respective parts of such for- 
mer district at the time of the division by the best evidence ia the power of 
fhe superintendent, and such amount of any debt due fron: the former dis- 
trict which would have been a charge upon the new had it remained in the 
former district shall be deducted from such proportion. 

Sz~. 64. The amount of such proportion when so ascertained and de- 
termined, shall be certified by the town clerk to the supervisor of the town 
whose duty it shall be to assess the same upon the taxable property of the 
district, retaining the school house or other property of the former distriet 
in the same manner as if the same had been authorized by a vote of such 
district and the money so assessed shall be placed to tie credit of the taxa- 
ble propesty taken fromm the former district and shall be in reduction of 
any tax imposed in the new district on said taxable property for school 
# strict purposes, 

Sze. 65. When collected, suc amount shall be paid over to the 
freasurer of the new district to be applied to the use thereofin the same 
manner, under the direction of its proper officers, as if such sum had been 
voted and raised by said distriet for building a school house or other dis- 
trict purposes. : 

§.c. 66. Between the first and fifteenth days of October in éach year 
the supervisors shall make out and deliver to the town clerk a report to 
the county clerk setiing forth the whole number of districts in their ton n, 
thé amount of money raised and received for the town library, together 
with the several particulars se? forth in the reports of the schoo directors 
for the preceding yéar. 
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Sre, 67. The superinténdent before making his annual report-to the 
county clerk shall examine the record of teachers to whom ceitificates: 
have been given by. them, and if in any school district a school shall not 
have been taught for three months during the preceding school year by # 
qualified teacher no part of the public money shall be distributed to such 
district, although the report from such distict shall set forth that a school 
has been so taught and it shall be the duty of the board-to certify the facts 

"jn relation to any such district in their report to the county clerk. 

Sec. 68. Whenever it shall be necessary or convenient to form a dis- 
trict from two or more adjoining towns, the supervisors may form such 
district, and direct which town clerk shall make and deliver the notice of 
the formation of the same to a taxable inhabitant thereof, and may regu- 
Jate and alter such district as circumstances may render necessary and 
they shall also designate the town to which the diector of such district 
shall make his annual report. 

Sec. 69. The director of every district formed as provided in the 
preceding section shall also report to the clerk of each town in which the 
district is in part situated the number of children between the ages of four 
and twenty years in that part of the district lying in such town, and books 
shall be drawn from the library of each town for the use of such district, 
but the district shall have access to but one such library at the same time, 
aud the said superintendent shall estaLlish the order in which books shall 
be drawn from each town library. 

Src, 70. Such school district alieady formed from two or more towns 
shail continue to be governed by the rezulations already established accord- 
ing to law in relation to the annua reports, and the drawing of books from 
town libraries, subject to such changes as may be made in respect thereto, 
by the said superintendent in conformity with the preceding provisions. 

Src. 71. The full amount of all taxes to be levied upon taxable prop- 
erty in such district shall be certified by the district board, to the supervi- 
sor of eaeh of such towns, and each of said supervisors within whose town 
such district is in part situated, the amount sf taxable property in that 
part of the district lying in his town and such supervisors shall respective- 
ly ascertain the proportion of such taxes to be placed on their respe.tive 
asseasment rolls, accoiding te the amount of taxable property in each part 
of such district. 

Sg: 72. It shall be the duty of the superintendent te examine annu- 
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"Al persons offering themse!ves as candidates as teathérs of primary 
schools-in their towns, in regard to mora! character, learning and ability to 
teach school: and he shall deliver to each person examined and found 
qualified, a certificate signed by him in such form as shal be preseribed’by 
the superintent of public instruction ; which certificate shal: be in force 
for one year from the date thereof, unless annulled within the time, and no 
person shall be deemed a qualified teacher w ithin the meaning of this act. 
who has not such a certificate in force. 

Ssc. 73. For the purpose of making such éxamination the superin- 
tendent shall meet on the second Saturday of April and first Saturday of 
November in each year at the office of the town clerk or at such other place 
as he shall designate, of which meetings the town c erk shall give at least 
ten days notice in writing by posting wp the same in three public places in 
the town. 

Sec. 74. The superintendent may make such examination at such oth- 
er times as he may designate for that purpose, but shal make no charge 
against the town for examination of teachers at any other time than those 
specified in the preceding section. 

Szo. 75. The examination of teachers sha'! be pub‘ic, and no certiti- 
cate shall be given by the superintendent unless heis satisfied that the ap- 
plicant possesses a good moral character and a thorough and accurate 
knowledge of the several branches of study usually taught in primary 
schools, and is competent in all other respects to teach and govern a school. 

Sec. 76. When a district is situated in two or more towns, the teach- 
ers for such district sha:} be examined by the superintendent of the town 
to which the director is required to make Lis annual report. 

Sec, 77. Whenever the superintendent sh_ll deem it necessary to re- 
examine any teacher of a primary school in their town they shall give five 
days notice to such teacher of the,time and place of such re-examination, 
and of their intention to annul his certificate if they ‘nd him deficient in the 
requisite qualifications : and at the time and place specified in the notice if 
such te .cher shall not appear and submit to such re-examination or if he be 
found deficient as aforesaid the superintendent shall annul the said certifi- 
eate. . f i 

Sec. 78. Whenever the superintendent of any town sha'l deem that 
the interests of any of the schools will be best promoted by so doing he may 
form a single district out of any two or more districts therein, and claseily 
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tke pupils in such district into two ormore clauses according to their pro- 
Geiency and advancement in learuing, and require that such pupils be 
taught in district schools or departments as classified by them, and such 
district may have the same number of school houses, if necessary, and to 
raise the same amount of taxes which the original districts forming the 
game could raise if not united. 

Sec. 79. The said superintendent may also on the application of the 
district board of any district, classify the puprls therein in the manner pre~ 
scribed in the preceding section, and require that the pupils be taught in 
distinct departments whenever he shall judge that the interest of the 
school will best be promoted thereby, and in case of any such classification 
as is provided for in this or the preceding section, as many teachers may 
be employed for each district as there are departments in which teachers 
are required. ` ` 

Sz . 50. It shall be the duty of the suprintendent to render to the 
township board on the Tuesday next preceding the annual town meeting 
a full and true account of all monies received and disbursed by him as 
such superintendent during the year, which account shall be settled by 
said town board and such disbursements allowed if the proper vouchers are 
presente. 


CERTAIN DUTIES OF TOWN CLERK, 


Sre. 81. The town clerk on receiving notice from the county treas- 
urer of the amount of s: hoo: moneys apportioned to his town shall appor- 
tion the same among the several districts therein entitled to the same, im 
proportion to the number of children in each between four and twenty 
years of age, as the same shall be shown by the annual report of the di- 
rector of each district for the schoo year last closed. 

Sic. 82. Said c erk shall also apportion in like manner, on recei¥ing 
notice of the amount from the town treasurer, all monies raised by towa 
tax or received from other sources for the support of schools, and in all 
eases make out and deliver to the town treasurer a written statement of 
the number of chi dren in each district drawing money, and the amount 
apportioned to each district, and record the apportionment in his office, 

Src. 83. He shal receive and keep ail reports to the superintendent 
from the directors of the several school districts in his town, and ail the 
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books and papers belonging to the superintendent and file such papers iw 
his office. ; ; 

Sxc. $4. He shall receive all snch communications as may be trans- 
mitted to him by the superintendent of common schools and dispose of the 
same in the manner directed therein. 

Src. 85. He shall transmit to the elerk of the board of supervisors of 
his county all such reports as may be delivered to him for that purpose by 
the superintendent within the time limited in this chapter. 

Sec. 86. Each towa clerk shail cause a map to be made of his town 
showing by distinct lines thereon the boundaries of each school district and 
parts of school districts therein, and shall regularly number the same 
thereon as established by the supervisors. 

Sxe. 87. One copy of such map shall be filed in said clerk’s office, 
and one other copy he shall give to the supervisors of his town. and with- 
` in one month after any division or alteration of a district or the organiza- 
tion of a new one in his town the said cierk shall file a new map and copy 
thereof as aforesaid showing the same. 

Sec. 88. The clerk shall also certify to the supervisor the amount to 
be assessed upon the taxable property of any schoo! district retaining the 
district school house or other property, on the division of the district as 
the same shall have been determined by the superintendent and he shall 
also certify the same to the director of such di.trict and to the director of 
the district entitled thereto. 

Sec. 89. Said clerk shall also be the town librarian and as such shall 
have custody of the town library, and he shall do and sxecuteall such oth- 
er acts and things pertaining to his office as may be required of him by the 
superintendent. 


$ OF TAXES FOR SCHOOL PURPOSES. 


Sxc. 90. It shall be the duty of the supervisors of the towns in this 
state tovassess the taxes voted by every school district in their town, and 
also all other taxes provided in this chapter chargeable against such dis- 
trict or town upon the taxable property of the district ortown respective: 
ly, and to place the same on the town assessment rol}, in the column of 
school taxes and the same shall be collected and returned by the town 
treasurer in the same: manner and for the same compensation as town- 
taxes. > 
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Sec. 91, The supervisors of each town shall assess upon the taxable 
property of said town asum not less than one half of the amount received 
by said town from the sehool fund of this state, and the same shall be col- 
lected and returned in the same manner as.is-provided in the preceding sec- 
tion and shall be apportioned to the several school districts in the town 
in proportion to the number of children in each district between the ages 
of four and twenty years for the support of schoo.s therein. 

Sec. 92 The supervisors shall also assess upon the taxable property 
of their township two and a half mills on each dollar of the valuation 
thereof in each year whieh shall be apportioned to the several school dis- 
triets in the townships for the support of schools therein, and the same 
shall be levied, callected and returned in the same manner as provided in 
the preceding section. 

Sec. 93. Each school district at any regu'arly ca'led meetiug of the 
iega? voters of said district may raise an additional tax to defray the ex- 
penses of teachers wages and contingent expenses: and said tax shall be 
levied collected and returned as the town taxes provided for in this act: 
Provided, that when a tax sha | be voted in any school district meeting, the 
notice for such meeting shall specify the object of raising such tax. 

Src. 94. The supervisors on delivery of the warrant for the collection 
of taxes to the town treasurer, sha‘! also deliver to said treasurer a written 
statement of the amount of school taxes, the amount raised for district 
purposes on taxable property of each district in the town, the amount be- 
longing to any new district on the division of the former district and the 
names of all persons having judgments assessed under the provisions of 
this chapter, upon the taxable property of any district with the amount 
payable to such person on account thereof. 

Sec 95. The town treasurer of each towx shall retain in his hands 
out of the moneys col ected by him the full amount of the school tax col- 
lected on the assessmert roil, and hold the same subject to the order of the 
distriet treasurer. 

Sec. 96. Said treasurer sha'l from time to time apply to the county 
treasurer for all schoo! moneys belonging to his town or the districts 
thereof, and on the receipt of the moneys to be apportioned to the dis- 
tricts, he sha'l notify the town clerk of the amount to be apportioned. 
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CERTAIN DUTIES OF COUNTY CLERK. 


Seç. 97, Itshall be the duty of each clerk of the county board of su- 
pervisors to receive all such communications as may be directed to him 
by the superintendent of common schools and dispose of the same in the 
manner directed by him. 

Sec. 98. The clerk of each county shall on or before the tenth day of 
November in each year, make and transmit to the superintendent of com- 
mon schools a report in writing, setting forth the whole number of towns 
in his county, distinguishing those from which the required reports have 
Leen mate to him by the superintendent and containing an abstract of their 
reports. ` 

Sec. 99, He shall also within the time mentioned in the preceding 
section make and de iver to the county treasurer a written statement of 
the whole numb r of children in each town in the county between the ages 
of four and twenty years as shown by the superintendents reports, and the 
board of supervisors of cach county shall allow to the clerk thereof such 
compensation as they may deem reasonabe for the services 1equited uf 


him by the provisions of this chapter. 


LIBRARIES. 

Sic. 109, So soon as the total annual income of the school tund in 
this ştate shall amount to a sum equal or exceeding the sum of sixty thou- 
sand dollars, it sha 1 be the duty of the superintendent of the several towns 
to appropriate annually ten per cent. of all the moneys received by their 
respective towns to the purchase of books for a common schoo. library, 
which shart be the property of the town and the parents and guardians of 
all children therein between the ages of four and tweity years. shall be 
permitted to use books from such library without cherge, being responsible 
to the town for the saie return thereof, and for any injury done thereto. ae- 
cording to such rules and regulations as are or may be estabiished by the 
superintendent of the town. 

Sec. 101. The books in such library shall once in three months be 
distributed by the town librarian among the severa’ schoo. districts of the 
town, in proportion to the number of childrea in each between the ages ` 
aforesaid, as the same shall appear by the last report of the director thereof, 
aud, gaid books shall be drawn and returned by the several directors for 


their respective districts, 
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Sic. 102. In’each district in which a district library shall be estab- 
lished, the director shall act as librarian for the district, distribute the 
books therein to the children of his district of the proper age, and shall 
collect from the parents or guardians of such children all such damage as 
they may respectively become 'iable to pay on account of any injury done 
to, or ‘oss of, or neg cet to return any of such books, or any books belong” 
ing to the town library, pursuant to such rules as shall be prescribed by 
the superintendent. 

Sec. 193. If such damages shall have occurred to the town 'ib rary. 

they shall be co lected in the name of the town and paid into the town 
treasury for the benefit of such town library, and if the same shall have 
occurred to the district library, the same shall be col ected in the name of 
the district for the benelit of the district library. 


DISTRIBUTION OF INCOME OF THE SCHOOL FUND. 


Sec. 194. The interest of the school fund shall be distributed on the 
first Monday of May, or as soon therea ter as is practicable, in each year 
for the support of common schools, in the several townships in this state, 
from which repoits have been received by the superintendent of common 
schools in accordance with the provisions of this chapter, for the school 
year last closed,in proportion to the number of chi dren in such town be- 
tween the ages aforesaid and the same sha be payable on the warrant of 
the state tre surer to the treasurer of the several counties. 

Sec. 105. The several county treasurers shall apply for and receive such 
` moneys as shal have been apportioned to their respective counties, when 
the same shall become due, and each of said treasurers shall immediately 
give notice to the treasurer and clerk ofeach town in his county of the. 
amount of moneys apportioned to his town, and shall hod the same sub- 
ject to the order of the towa treasurer. 

Sze. 116. Whenever the clerk ofthe county board of supervisors of 
any county shall receive from the superintendent notice of the amount of 
moneys apportioned to the several towns in his county he shall file the 
same in his office and for hwith deliver a copy thereof to the county treas- 
urer, 
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OF SUITS AND JUDGMENTS AGAINST SCHOOL DISTRICTS. 


See. 107, Justices of the peace shall have jurisdiction in all cases in 
which a school district is a party interested when the amount claimed or 
matter in controversy shall not exceed one hundred dollars, and the parties 
shall have the same right of appeal as in other cases. 

Sec. 108. When any suit shall be brought against any school dis- 
trict it shall be commenced by summons, a copy of which shall be left with 
the treasurer of the district, at least eight days before the return day 
thereof. 

Src. 109. No execution shall issue on any judgment against a school 
district nor shal’ any suit be brought thereon but the same shall be collect- 
ed in the manner prescribed in this chapter. 

Src. 110. Whenever any final judgment shall be obtained against a 
school district, if the same shall not be removed to any other court, the 
treasurer of the district shall certify to the supervisors of the town and to 
the director of the district, the daie and amount of such judgment with 
the name of the person in whose favor the same was rendered, and if the 
judgment shall be removed to another court, the treasurer shall certify the 
same as aforesaid, immediately after the finai determination thereof against 
the district. ` 

Sxc. 111. If the treasurer shall fail to certify the judgment as is re- 
quired in the preceding section it shal] be lawful for the party obtaining 
the same his agent or attorney, to file with the supervisors the certificate of 
the justice or clerk of the court rendering the judgment, showing the facts 

-which should have been certified to by the treasurer. 

Sc. 112. Ifthe district against which judgment shall be rendered is 
situated in part in two or more towns, a certificate thereof shall be deliv- 
ered as aforesaid to the supervisors of each town in which such district is 
in part sitpated. i 

Sze. 113. The supervisors receiving either of the certificates of a 
judgment as aforesaid, shall proceed to assess the amount thereof with in- 
terest from the date of judgment to the time when the warrant for the col- 
lection thereof will expire, upon the taxable of the district, placing the same 
on the next town assessment roll, in the column for school taxes and the 
same proceedings shall be had, and the same shall be collected and return- 
ed in the same manner as other district taxes.

PENALTIES AND LIABILITIES. 


Bsc. 114. Every taxable mhabitant receiving the notice mentioned in 
“the first aud second sections of this-chapter, who shall neglect or retuse du- 
‘ly to serve and return said notice, and every chairman of the first district 
meeting in any disirict who shall wilfu ly neglect or refuse to perform the 
duties en oined on him in this chapter, shail respectively forfeit the sum 
of five-dol ars. 

Sge 115, Every person duly elected to the office of moderator, direc- 
tor or treasurer of a schoo] disirict, who shall neglect or refuse without 
sufficient cause to accept such office and serve therein, or who having en- 
tered upon the duties of his office, shall neglect or refuse to perform any du* 
ty required of him by virtue of his office, shall forfeit the sum of ten dol: 
lars. 

Sec. 116. Every person duly elected town superintendent who shall 
neglect or refuse without sufficient cause to qualify and serve as such, or 
who having entered upon the duties of his office shall neglect or refuse to 
perform any duty required of him by this act, shall forfeit the sum of ten ` 
dollars. f 

Sec. 117. If any superintendent shall neglect or refuse to maké and 
deliver to the town clerk his annual report to the county clerk, as required 
in this chapter, within the time limited therefor, they shall be liable to pay 
the full amount of money lost by their failure, with interest thereon te be 
recovered by the town treasurer in the name of the town, in an action of 
debt or on the case. 

Sec. 118. If any town clerk shall neglect or refuse to transmit the 
report mentioned in the preceding section to the county c’erk, as required 
in this chapter, he shall be liable to pay the full amount lost by such neg- 
tect or refusal, with interest thereon, to be recovered in the manner speci- 
fisd in the preceding section. 

Sec. 119. Every clerk of the county board of supervisors who shall 
neglect or refuse to make the report required in this chapter tole made 
by him to the superintendent of public instruction, within the time there- 
for limited, shall be liable to pay to each township the full amount which 
such town or any school district therein shall lose by such neg'ect or re- 
fusal with interest thereon to be recovered in the manner spécified in’ the 
lest two preceding sections. 
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Sse. 120. All moneys collected or received by any town treasurer ar- 
der the provisions of either of the three last preceding sections shall be ap- 
portioned and distributed to the school districts entitled thereto in the same 
manrer and in thesame proportion that the moneys lost by any negleet 
ar refusal therein mentioned would according to the provisions of this 
ehapter have been apportioned and distributed. 

Sec. 121. The superintendent of each town shallhave power, and is 
hereby required: to remove from office upon satisfac'ory provi after at least 
five days notice to the party implicated, any town or district officer who 
shali have illegally used or disposed of any of the pub ie moneys entrusted 
to his charge. 


MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. 


Src. 122. Any person paying taxes in a school district in which he 
does not reside may send schollars to any district sehool therein and such 
person shall for that purpose have and enjoy all the rights and privileges of 
a resident of said district except the right of voting therein, and shall be in- 
eluded in the census of such district and the apportionment of money, fromt 
the school fund schollars so sent and generally attending such schools shall 
he considered as belonging to such district. | 

Sec. 123. Whenever any portion of a school district shall be set off 
and annexed to any other district or organized into a new one after a tax 
for district purposes, other than the payment of any debt of the district 
shall have been levied upon the taxable property thereof but not collected, 
such tax shall be collected in the same manner as if no part of such dis- 
trict had been set off, and the said former district and the district to which 
the portion so set off may be annexed, or the new district organized from- 
such portion shall each be entitled to such proportion of saidtax as the 
amount of taxab e preperty in each part thereof bears to- the whole amount 
of taxable property on which such tax is levied. 

Sec. 124. For the purpose of apportioning the incorne of the sehool 
fund among the several towns a district situated in part in two or more 
towns shall be considered as belonging to the town to which the annual re- 
port of the director is required to be made but money raised in any one of 
such towns for the support of schollars therein shall be apportioned to the 
districts and parts of districts therein according to the number of children 
of proper age in each. 
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Sze. 125. The qualified voters of any town may by vote, at the annm- 
al town meeting, raise by tax a sum not exceeding fifty cents for every 
schollar in: the town between the ages of four and twenty years, for the 
support of common schools in the town, in addition to the taxes hereinbe.- 
fore required to be raised for that purpose, andsuch tax shall be levied, col- 
lected and returned in the same mantrer as town taxes are levied collected 
and returned. ; 

Sec, 126. Whenever the majority of t.e innabitants of a school dis- 
trict at any regular meeting, sha | express a preverence to have other lan- 
guages taught ın connection with the English language, it shall be the 
privilege of the district board to emp vy a teacher qualsfied for that purpose 
and such district shall have their regular share os the pub ic monies. 

Src. 127. All schools coming under the provisions of this act shall 
be free and without charge for tuition toa l chi dren between the ages of 
four and twenty years. 

Src. 128. That whenever uny school district shall vote a tax under 
the provisions ofthis act the question shal be taken by yeas and nays, 
which, shall be duly entered upon the rccords of tbe proceedings of said 
district. 

Szc. 129. This act shall take effectimmediately succeeding the next 
annual town meetings in this s:a.e and all other acts relating to commor 
schools, inconsistent with the provisions of this actshall expire at that 
time.

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AN ACT to authorize the construction of Plank and Turnpike 
Roads. 


The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Sxctrow 1. Any number of persons not less than five may be formed 
änto a corporation for the purpose of constructing and owning a plank 
road or a turnpike road by-complying with the foliowing re ;uirements : 
notice shall be given in at least one newspaper printed in each county 
through which said road is intended to be constructed of the time and place 
or places where books for subscribing to the stock of said road will be 
opened and when stock to the amount of at least five-hundred dollars for 
every mile of the road so intended to be built shall be in good faith sub- 
scribed, and five per cent. paid thereon, as hereinafter required. then the 
said subscribers may upon due and proper notice elect directors for the 
said company, and thereupon they shall severally subscribe articles of as- 
sociation in which shall be set forth the name of the company. the number 
of years that the same is to continue, which shall not exceed thirty years 
from the date of said artic-es, whether it is a plank road or a turnpike, 
which the company is formed to construct the amount of the capital stock 
of the company, the number of shares of which the said stock shall con- 
sist, the number of direc.ors, and their names. who shall manage the 
concerns of the company for the first year, and shall hold their offices until 
others are elected, the place from and to which the proposed read is to be 
«constructed and each town, city or village through which it is intended te 
pass, and its length as near as may be. each subscriber to such articles of 
associntion shall subscribe thereto his name and place of residence, and the 
number of shares of stock taken by him in said company, the said articles 
of association may upon complying with the provisions of the next sec- 
tion be fied in the office of the srcretary of state; and thereupon the per- 
sons who have so subscribed. and all persons who sha‘! from time to time 
become stockholders in .such company shall be a body corporate by the 
name specified in such articles, and shall. possess the powers and privileges 
and be subject to the provisions hereinafter contained. 
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Sze. 2. Such articles of association shall not be filed in the office of 
the secretary of state, until five per cent. on the ameunt of the stock 
subscribed thereto, shall have been actually and in good faith paid in cash 
to the directors named in such articles, nor until there is endorsed thereon, 
or annexed thereto, an affidavit made by at least three of the directors nam- 
ed in such artic’es, that the amount of capital stock required by the first 
section has been subscribed. and that five per cent on the amount has actu- 
ally been paid in. 

Sec. 3. A copy ofany articles of associations filed in pursuance of this 
act with a copy of the afidavit aforesaid “endorsed thereon, or annexed 
thereto, and certified to be a copy by the secretary of this state, shall in all 
courts and places be presumptive evidence of the incorporation of such 
company. and of the facts therein stated. 

Sec, 4, Whenever any such company shall be desirous to construct a 
plank road through any part of any county, it shall make application to 
the board of supervisors of such county at any meeting thereof legally 
held, fo. authority to lay out and construct such road and take real estate 
necessary for such purpose and the application shall set forth the route 
and character of the proposed road as the same shall have been described 
in the articles of association filed as aforesaid. Public notice of the appli- 
cation shall be given by the company previous to presenting the same to 
such board by publishing such notice once in each week for six successive 
weeks in all the public newspapers printed in such county, or in three of 
such newspapers if more than three are published in such county, which 
notice shal] specify the time when such application will be presented to 
such board, the character of the proposed road, and each towa, city, and 

‘village in or through which it is-proposed to constru-t the same. 

Sec. 5. If such company shall desire a special meeting of the board 
of supervisors for he iring the same, and three members of such board may 
fix the time of such meeting, and a notice thereof shall be served on each 
of the other supervisors ot the county, by delivering the same to him per- 
sonally or by leaving it at his place of residence at least twenty days be- 
fore the day appoin’ed for such meeting. The cxpenses of such special 
meeting and of notifying the members of such board thereof, shali be paid 
by such company. 

_ Sxe. 6. Upon the hearing of such application all persons residing in 
such county or owning real estate in any of the towns throngh whichit ie |

proposed to construct such road may appear and be heard in respect there’ 
to. Such board may take testimony in respect to such application, or may 
authorize it to be taken by any judicial officer of such county, and it may 
adjourn the hearing from time to time. 

Sec. 7. If after the hearing of such application said beard shall be of 
the opinion that the public interest will be promoted Ly the construction 
of such road on the proposed route as shall be described in the apptication 
it may, it a majority of all the members elected to such board suall assent 
thereto by an order to be ertered in its minutes authorize such company to 
construct such a road upon the rou’e specified in the application and to 
take the real estate nece-sary to be used for that purpose. a cupy of which 
order, certified by the clerk of such board, the said compuny shall cause fo 
be recorded in the cleri’s oilc of such county before itshall proceed to do 
any act by virtue there of. 

Src. & Whenever any such board shall grant such application it shall 
appoint three disin’ere~ted persons who are not owners pf rea estate in 
any town through which said road shall be proposed to te constructed, or 
in any town adjoining such town, commissioners to ay out ruci road; 
the said commissiore.s alter taking the oath prescril ed by the constitution, 
shall proceed without unne essary delay to lay out the route of such road, 
in such manner as in their opinion will best promote the public interest; 
they shall hear all persons intezested who shall aj ply to them to be heard ; 
they may take testimony in relation thereto, they shall cause an accurate 
survey and description to be mace of such route and of the Lind necessary 
to be taken by such company for the congtruetion of such road and the ne- 
cessary buildings and gates, they shall subscribe such survey and acknowl- 
edge its execution, as the execution of deeds is required to be acknowledg- 
ed, in order that they may be recorded, and they shall canse such survey 
to be recorded in the office of register of such county.- If such company 
sha | intend to construct its road continuously in or though more than one 
county such application shall specify the number «f commissioners which 
the company desire to have appointed to ‘ay oùt such road which shall not 
exceed three for each county, and an equal number of such commissioners 
shall be appointed by the board of supervisors of each county in or through 
who it shall be . roposed to construct euch road, but the whole number of 
such commissioners sha 1 not be less than thiee, nor without the consent 
ef such company, shall it exceed six, unless the number of counties in or 
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through which it is proposed to construct such road, shall exceed that 
number. And the commissioners so appointed shall lay out the whole of 
such road, and shall make out a separate survey of so much thereof as lies 
in each county which shall be subscribed and acknowledged as aforesaid 
and recorded in the office of the 1egister of such county.

enclosme ov yards necessary fur the use and enjoyment of such building 
without the consent of the owner. nor shall any such company bridge any 
stream where the same is navigable for vessels or steamboats, or in any 
manner tha. will prevent oi endanger the passage oi any raft of twenty- 
five feet in width, 

Suc. 1). No plank road shall be made on the roadway of any char- 
tered turnpike eompeny without the consent of such company, and any 
plank road company formed under this act shall have power to contract 
with any turuprke company fur tLe purchase of the roadway or part of the 
roadway of such turnpike company on such terms as may be mutually 
agreed on, whenever a plank road shall be made as provided in this act 
on or adjoiming the rout of any turnpike road, the company owning such 
turnpike icad is authorized to abandon that portion of their road on or ad- 
joining the route of which a plank road is actually constructed. and used ; 
but nothing heicin contained shall be so construed as to permit any plank 
road from crossing any turnpike road, nor ayy turnpike road from crossing 
any plank roaa. 

Sec. 11. The route so laid out and surveyed by the said commission- 
ers shall be tue route of such road, and such company may euter upon 
take and hold. subject to the provisions of this act, all such lands ag the 
said survey shall describe as being necessary for the construction of such’ 
road, and the necessary buildings and gates. But beloie entering upon any 
af such lands the company shall purchase the same of the owner thereof 
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er shall pursuant to the provisions of this act acquire thé right to erter Ue 
on, take and hold the same. 

Sec. 12. If any owner of such land shall from any cause be incapable 
of selling the same, or if such company cannot agree with him for the pur- 
chase thereof, or if after diligent inquiry the name or residence of any such 
owner cannot be ascertained, the company may present to the judge of pro- 
bate of the county in which the lands of such owner may lie, a partition 
setting forth the grounds of the application, a description of the lands in 
question and the name of the owner if known, and the means that have 
been taken to ascertain the name and residence of such owner, if his 
name and residence has not been ascertained, and praying that compen- 
sation and damages of the owner of the lands deseribed in the petition may 
be ascertained by a jury. Such petition shal] be verified by the oaths of at 
Teast two of the directors of the company, anu if it shall allege tpat the 
name or residence of any owner is unknown, it shall be accompanied by 
affidavits proving to the satisfaction of said judge that all. reasonable ef- 
forts have been made by the company to ascertain the name and residence 
of any owner whose name or residence is unknown.

Sec. 15. The said judge shall attend such drawing, and shall decide 
upon any challenge made to any juror drawn by any person interested. 
Twenty-four competent and disinterested jurors and as many more as the 
said judge shall direct, shall be drawu; the clerk shall make, certify and 
deliver to the judge and to any party requiring the same alist cf them, 
and the ba lots drawn shall be returned to the box.

From the jurors so drawn, the said judge shall draw as ma- 
ny as he shall deem necessary to secure the attendance of twelve, and he 
shall issue his precept directed to the sheriff of such county either of his 
deputies or any constable of such county to summon the jurors so drawn 
by the said judge, to attend at the time and place therein specified to ascer- 
tain such compensation and damages. And he may from time to time, in 
care of the absence or inability to serve of any juror directed to be sum- 
moned draw and direct fo be summoned asaforesaid, as many as may be 
necessary in his opinion to secure the attendance of twelve, 

Sec. 17. Every juror named in any such precept, shall at least four 
days before the day therein specified for his attendance, be summoned per- 
sonally, or by leaving at his residence, a notice containing the substance of 
such precept. The officer serving such precept, shall return it to the said 
judge, with an affidavit of the manner of serving the same, and of the dis- 
tance necessarily travelled by him for that purpose; and such officer shall 
receive for making such service, six cents a mile for the distance sgo trav- 
eled. 

Sse, 18. Every juror so summoned, who shall neglect or refuse to at- 
tend orserve, in pursuance of such summons, shall be liable to the same 
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penalties, xs in case of such neglect or refusal of a person duly summoned 
as a juror in a court of record, and may be excused by the said judge from 
attending or serving, for reasons for which such juror miht be so excused 
if summoned as a juror in the circuit court. Every juror attending shall 
be entitled therefor to one dollar a day, and his reasonabie and necessary ex, 
penses to be paid by the company. 

Sec. 1¢. On the application of any party interested, any judge or jus- 
tice of the peace, m.y issue a subpoena requiring witnesses to attend be- 
fore such ‘ary, and such subpoena shall have the same force and effect; and 
witaesses duly subpoenaed by virtue theieol, and refusing or neg ecting to 
obey the same. shall be subject to the same penalties and |.ibilities as 
though such subpoex. were issued from a court of record, in a sult pend- 
ing therein. 

Sec. 20. The time and place of meeting of the jury, to ascertain such 
compensation and d muses, may be fixed by the said juage, by an order to 
be made by hin: at any time alter receiving such petition, aud notice there, 
of shall be served on the owners whose lands are descr bed sn the petition. 
as fol ows: On any owner residing in the county, or within i: cen miles of 
the lands in question owned by him, persunally, or by leaviny the same at 
his residence, at least fourteen days before the time so fixed. n any other 
owner residing within this state, and whose residence is Known, n the 
manner aioresaid, or by putting the notice into the post oifice di.-ted and

in respect to which they shall be called upon to inquire, to the owners 
thereof, an] for taxing the same for such road, and faithfuily to perform 
their duty accordmg to law. 

Sec 22. The said judge shail attend such jurors, shill administer 
oaths to witnesses called before them, shall take minutes o1 the testimony 
given, and aimussions of the parties made before ihem, shall advise such ju- 
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fy as to the law applicable to any case that may arise, shall receive certify 
‘and return to the clerk's office of the circuit court for said county the ver-

See. 30. If any owner shall apply fora new nial, the company upoa 
depositing the amount of the verdict sought to be set aside, in snch man- 
ner as the said judge shall. upon hearing the parties, direct, in trust that 
the same or so much thereof as the said owner shail be entitle | to receive, 
shall be paid to him on demand, and on giving suca security, by bond. as 
the judge shal! approve, for the payment tu suzh owner of any sum wiica 
he may be entitled to receive from the company, in respect to the landan 
questien, by reason of any verdict or the judgment of any court, fer suc’

any plank road company charge or recéive rates of toll which wilt enable

To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States in Congress assembled : 


The memorial of the senate and assembly of the state of Wisconsin, 
in legislature assembled, respectfully sheweth: 

That the business of an important portion of this state requires the 
laying out and making a road from Prairie du Chien to the Falls of St. 
Croix crossing the principal tributaries of the Mississippi at points where 
mills are established on them viz: Bad Axe River at Graham's mill: 
Block river at the falls of the same; Chippewa at or near the mouth of the 
Oclar: Menominee river a tributary ot the Chippewa at or near the middle 
mill on the same, and Willow river a tributary of the St. Croix’ at or near 
its mouth. 

Your meniorialists would further state that the proposed road would 
pass a large part of the way through a fine farming country, capable of 
sustaining a dense population : that it “only requires an avenue through i it 
to cause emigration to flow that way © that large portion. in Fact nearly 
the whole’ of the lands lying along the proposed route, are yet. the Proper. 
ty of ihe United ‘Stated, that thé country immediately on the banks of the 
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Mississippi from Prairie du Chien, to the mpath of the St.Croix river isso 
broken with biufis and deep ravines, that, it is not susceptible of settlement, 
therefore emigration will not follow the channel that it hasin other parts, 
that is up the Mississippi and then back into the interior, therefore it 
would seem to be a more necessary:case that usual for the action of con- 
gress. : 

That the inhabitants of this state residing in the counties of St. Croix 
and La Pointe are now n*arly isolated from the other portions of’the state 
for a large portion of the year, during the time that the navigation of the 
Mississippi is elosed, and that at seasons of the year when the legislature 
of this state will be in session, it will be nearly impossible for their mem- 
bers to get to the seat of gavernment of this state. 

Your memorialists considering the opening of the proposed road a 
legitimate subject for the action of your honorable bodies, would ask of 


you a donation of money or lands along the proposed route for that pur- 
pose.

That a large and inter_sting district of country about Lake Winneba- 
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go aud west and north of said Jake, namely the counties of Calumet, Wia- 
nebago,. Marquette, Portage aid a portion of Brown, together with all the 
Menominee country, are situated inland and completely destitute of any 
feasible way of communication or transportation to Lake Michigan or 
any other place of trade or market: the above narhed counties are estima- 
ted to contain from twelve to fifteen thousand inhabitants and are gaining 
in population at arate of more than fifty per cent. annually, and already 
growing a very great amount of surplus produce; and that the nearest 
and most convenient point of access to Lake Michigan for ‘the trade and 
business of the above named district is that of Manitowoc over this pro- 
posed road from Neenah at the outlet of Lake Winnebago a distance of 
forty miles, and passes almost the entire distance on government land of 
good quality and heavily timbered. Manitowoc has a good pier anda 
good natural harbor. 

Your memorialists will not enlarge upon the importance of this im- 
provement, a single glance at the map of this district, will prove to all 
seasonabie minds the great utility of the work aad the direct importance of 
the same to the new settlers of that back country. In consideration of 
the faets above set forth your memorialists respectfully and earnestly ask 
your honorable body to make a suitable appropriation either in money or 
lands to assist in laying out and constructing a good wagon raad as above 
designated to be ealled and known as the Neenah and Manitowoc road.

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A MEMORIAL to Congress asking the grant of Fort Winne- 
bago for a Penitentiary. 


To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States in Congress assembled : 

The memorial of the senate and assembly of ihe state of Wisconsin 
respectfully represents : 

That as there is now no penitentiary within this state, nor any re- 
sources remaining other than direct taxation upon real estate from which 
means can be derived for the erection of such an establishment; and as 
the expense of a new state government wholly derivable irom that only 
resource will at this particular conjuncture be sufficiently burdensome to 
the people nearly all of whom have recently set.led in the country and but 
few having yet been able to pay for their farms or so to improve their 
homesteads as to render them comfortable, but are yet laboring under the 
embarrassment of debt, your memorialists greatly fear that the ends of 
justice must, be delayed or defeated, and the cause of philanthropy suffer 
unless the state can obtain aid in the construction or procurement of a 
place of confinement of her convicts. As mercy is the first attribute of 
justice the benevolent intentions of the law can be more readily accom- 
plished by the reformation of offenders and the dissuasion of the profigately 
inclined from the commission of crime than in the wreaking of vengeance 
upon those culprits who may have despised its warnings and trampled up- 
ou its interdictions, but in our present unfortunate destitution of any state 
establishment of the kind or of suitable couaty prisons both purposes are 
defeated; malefactors whose whole lives may have been stained by crime 
are huddled into the same jail and apartments with those who may be tem- 
poraly locked up for the first offence and that their first departure from 
the paths of rectitude and virtue. The consequences are thaf the most 
yenial c.ass runs the hazard of becoming debased by the contact, while 
the most abandoned is confirmed in profligacy by idleness and by associa- 
tion, for the inmates of these local receptacles are commonly prechuled 
the benefits of moral example of religious instruction or of healthful ath- 
letig exercise. But the maintainance of state convicts in county prisons. 
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operates oppressively upon the industry of the honest and virtuous of those 
communities where convictions for felonies take place: and as the pre- 
ventiou of crime {which is the paramount object of all punishment) is gen- 
eral in ite benefits to the whole community § so shauldvits ‘burdens be equal- 
ly shaved by all: and it is obvious to the. ‘most casual, observer that the 
administration of the crimingl laws is embarrassed and its salutary pur- 
pases thwarted.for the want: of a state establishment where convicts may 
feel the discipline of au isolated or solitary confinement and be subjected to 
manual and productive labor, The spirit of the age is becoming more 
and more.averse to sanguinary punishments, and pubiic sentiment has Jong 
since decided in favör of the penitentiary system in preference to all other 
xemedial means for protecting the community against the depredations o¢ 
the lawless; for deterring the evil disposed from the commission of crime 
and for the reformation of the culprit during his probation of imprison- 
ment. Actuated by a like spirit and in full accordance with tht senti- 
ment, your memorialists have adopted preliminary measures for the ulti- 
mate construction of a states prison. But as f the paucity of their resources 
may delay for years the accomplishment of that enterprise your memorial- 
ists most respectfully ask aid from the national legislature to carry out 
their humane intentions in this respect. And understanding fror a relia- 
ble source that the executive government has abandoned “Fort Winnebago” 
as-a military post, your memorialists, would earnestly request that the 
United States reservation of land at that place may be granted to the state 
of Wisconsin for the purpose of aiding in the construction of a states 
prison, or that the fortress ‘and its appurtenances may be conveyed as a 
place of confinement for state convicts until a more suitab‘e establishment 
can be prepared. And your memorialists would further remark that as 
Fort Winnebago is located on Fox river directly on the line of the im- 
provements contemplated in the navigation of that and Wisconsin rivers, 
to aid in the accomplishment of which your honorable body some two 
years since made a liberal grant of land, and as there is on the reservation 
an extensive quarry ot free stone suitable tor.hydramic mason-work and 
for the various uses to which building stone is applied. Your memorialists 
antiejpa'e in the event of a favorable response to their memorial that the 
convicts of the state. when they shall: have been removed to the furtréss 
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_ may be profitably employed on the works connected with those impreve- 
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your honorable body in making the’ grant in ‘question. tiaving that it 
was ever the intention of the natienal legislature to dispense its bounty to 
the new states and its territories with an even and impartial hand: and as 
Wisconsin has never shared in any aid from the general government for 
„he construction of a penitentiary, your memorialists trust they may the 
more confidently anticipate the favorable action of your honorable body in 
this beha.ffrom the fact that the sum of fifteen thousand dollars was appropri- 
ated Ly an act ef congress approved the 29th day of August 1842 to pay for 


work actually done and materials furnished in the construction of a peni- 
‘entlary in the territory of Iowa.

To the Honorable the Senate and House of Represenatives of 
the United “tates : 

A memorial of the senate and assembly of the state of Wisconsia, 
respectfully represents : 

That it appears from evidence that John Hood of Iowa county in the 
state of Wisconsin did apply for the puichase of the south-east quarter of 
section number thirty-one (31) in township number five (5) north, range 
number three (3) east of the fourth (4th) principal meridian in the “ Was- 
eonsin land district” by virtue of a right of pre-emption granted to settlers 
upon public lands previous to the nineteenth June in the year of oar 
Lord one thousand eight hundred and thirty-iour, made the necessary 
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proof, tendered his money, and submitted the same to the register and re- 
ceiver of the land office at Minerat Point who decided contrary to law and 
without the authority of the commissioners of the general land office that 
the aforesaid tract was mineral ground and therefore not subject to entry. 

Aud they would farther represent that the said’. obi Hood could not 
enter the land by virtue of his right of pre-emption although he the said 
John Hood did prove that he had cultivated and occupied the same as re- 
quired by law granting the right of pre-emption. 

And they would further represent, that the said John Hood resided 
prior to eighteen hundred and forty-four for the period of fourteen years 
upon the said quarter section of land, and further that a large family was 
dependant upon him for support, and that by thus taking away the prop- 
erty to which he was justly entitled, his family hes been to a great extent 
deprived of the means of support which they ought to have: And they 
would further represent, that in alf probability the sa:d John Hood would 
not have been debarred of his right in the said land for which he applied. 
had it not been that on which the town of Mineral Point now stands, and 

which has since by law been given to the inhah.tants theres which con- 
clusively shows that the decisión of the land ohicers was not in aecord- 
ance with the views of congress. 

And they would further renre:ont that the said Hod vit: his family 
Lave undergone all the privations incident to th3 ecemcnt of a nev 
ecuntry, and that by cheumstances not within teir con 
prived of their just rights. 

You memorialists would further repre-ent thatthe said Joba Hood iv 
now deceased, leaving a widow anl tanniy in indigent circumstances ; 
said pecudiary distress being clearly the resuli of the injustice done to tie 
raid John Hood. 

Your memorialists therefore ask hour nonorsbie body tu pass an ect 
for the relief of the widow of the said Jonn ifocd and his heirs by granting 
her the said Matilda Huod and the heirs of John Hood ceceased at lea-t 
one section of land to be located upou any unoczupied lands in the state 
of Wisconsin belonging the general government or itsequivatent in moncy 
which in the opinion of your memorialists would be a very small compensa- 
ticn for the loss they have sustained in consequence of having been deprived 
of their rights as before stated. 

Nothing in this memorial skall be considered as reflecting upon the 
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official character of the register and receiver at the said land office at Min- 
eral Point.

A large number of people in the vicinity of 
Fort Wilkins aie engaged in working the copper mines which constitute 
the preseit wealth of that section of the country, and in agricultural pur- 
suis, This portion of our fellow citizens are for six months in the year 
nearly isolated as the .ommunications by water are closed during the 
winter months and their on y means of access to the settled portions of the 
state is through the medium of an Indian trail impassible with teams o 
beasts of burthen 

That said road will turn the tide of emigration into the northern part 
ofthe state and open anew and rich portion of the public lands tothe view 
ef the enterprizing emigrant and thereby great y mcrease the sale of said 
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lands to the manifest benefit of the United States. Your memorialists 
further state that in their opinion an appropriation of twenty thousand 
dollars will be sufficient and secure the most feasible mode of opening the 
said road. ` 
The memorialists will further suggest to your honorable bodies that 
the consideration of the public interests distinct from the direct benefits to 
be derived from the proposed road should induce a prompt attention to 
this matter, the relations of the United States to the soil as the proprietors 
thereof furnishing a powerful wotive towards adopting such measures as 
will enhance the value and promote the sale thereof. 
Your memorialists will not further enlarge upon the necessity and im- 
portance of the proposed road and would respectfully request the fav ora-
